Reports from all sections of 
Southern California last night indi- 
cated that the air had been clear. 
crisp and free from precipitation 
during the day. 

The opinion prevailed that the 
crops would pull through with a 
lessened loss, regardless of the heavy 
rainfall. during the past ten days. 
Beans have - Ondoubtedly suffered 
most but there are compensatory fea- 
tures regarding the situation. The 
‘Trop is the largest in recent years. 
The gain over last year is fully 
equal if not larger than the damage 
caused from the downpour. Then 
again the price of the product is the 
highest and nearly a recurd-breaker. 
So it is pointed out—even if the loss 
should be 15 per cent.—that § the 
grower will receive more money 
than he did last year. Ajll told the 
conviction is spreading that the rain 
did more good: than damage. 

The citrus belt is in splendid 
shape. It is pointec out that the 
ground received a thorough soakin: 
and that those sections dependent 
upon irrigation from wells. have 
now enough of moisture hidden 
away in subterranean channels to do 
for crop needs next year. 

Ranchers of years of experience, 
in the Southiand, declare they have 
always obeerved that when the rain- 
fall comes earlier. and is of the 
quantity just experienced, that the 
season following is one of bountiful 
crops. They reason that there will 
be no shortage in well water and 
that the natura! storage points of 
vantage as well as those man-built 
have water enough to carry them 
through the entire season without 
scrimping the flow. 

Bean growers Santa Monica way. 
which includes the Sawtelle, West- 
gate and Paims districts. say tha’ 
the heavy rain Friday damaged 
the bean crop by about 10 per cent.

U-53 could hope to accomplish

“That would depend to some ex- 


tent on the respective skill of the 
two parties. It is a safe bet, how- 
ever, that the British and French 
patrol cruisers are not running at 
full speed for Newport at this mo- 
ment. I do not expect to hear of the 
arrival of a bunch of them off New- 


port within the twenty-four hour 
period. There is a good deal a 


modern submarine might do to an 
enemy cruiser, where the water is 
deep and other conditions good. 


“The water is deep off Newport. 


In fact, there is so much water in 
and about Newport that a §ubmarine 


could get out without anybody, be- 


ing the wiser. 


“The commander of the U-53 may 


have told the whole truth when he 
said he had on board supplies to last 
three months. My notion is that 
there is a German secret submarine 


base within reach of the North At- 
lantic Coast and that the U-53 and 


other German submarines have been 


sent over here to ‘get’ munitions 
and troop ships sailing from Can- 
adian and American ports.

“Unquestionably Germany has had 

secret submarine bases in tht Irish 


Sea. It is a simple matter for a 
submarine commander to fing a sub- 
marine base and get his supplies by 
lifting It to the surface, and then 
letting sufficient water into some of 
its compartments to sink it and keep 


it out of sight. 


“My conviction is that a float- 
ing or anchored supply is some- 
where on this side of the Atlantic. 
Of course, it is possible that the 
U-53 has such storage capacity that 
no secret base is required. It is 
not reasonable to suppose, however, 
that a German submarine was sent 
across the Atlantic on trifling busi-

Independence—we had to pay the 
Langrave of Hesse $150 a piece for 
over 15,000 Hessians killed in the 
war—-who were mainly responsible 
for the barbarities committed on our 
side in the struggle, and to them 
must certainly .be attributed the 
things that led to. the bitterness 
against England which survives in 
America even to this day. | 

It ig a queer thing that German- 
Americans should at this time revive 
stories of British barbarity in the 
War of Independence, when the real 
actors in such stories were not Eng- 
lishmen, but German mercenaries in 
British pay. 

The French Foreign Legion only 
really dates from 1837, when sepa- 
rate battalions for different nation- 
alities were formed. It was found, 
however, that putting nationalities 
together in battalions by themselves 
led to a great deal of” fighting, so 
the present system of mixing up the 
nationalities was adopted. The 
strength of the corps has been enor- 
mously increased for this war by the 
formation of what I call “Battalions 
de .” for service on the conti- 
nent. 

Ordinarily the Legion only serves 
in the province of Oran, in Algeria 
——there are no Legionaries in Algiers 
or Constantine—and in the French 
colonies, and a special law has to be 
passed, believe, before they can 
serve on the proper soil of France. 
They did so serve in the war of 1870. 
in which they were practically anni- 
hilated, and at the present time there 
must be at least 40,000 Legionaries 
on the western front.

FLEET OF SUBMARINES 
MAY VISIT THIS SIDE.

The voyage across the Atlantic of 
the U-53, it is said, was not tor the 
purpose of seeking the whereabouts 
of the German merchantman sub- 
marine Bremen, long overdue on the 
other side. Neither was the hazard- 
ous voyage made for the purpose of 
carrying important State documents 
to Count von Bernstorff at Wash- 
ington, although such papers were 
intrusted to Lieut. Rose, the com- 
manding officer of the U-53. From 
sources the reliability of which can 
not be questioned, it is learned that 
the mission of Lieut. Rose was 
nothing more @r less than an official 
trial trip, it being argued that if one 
naval submarine could safely cross 
the Atlantic without detection bv 
enemy patrols, many others could 
accomplished a like feat.

Wood's unique method of raising 
the poultry with which his tiny 
ranch is stocked. Mr. Wood does 
not claim to be a wizard of finance, 
but asserts that anyone can make 
the same success usng the same 
methods. 


Every foot of the ground is util- 

ized. The buildings are so ar- 
ranged as to leave no waste space, 
The White Leghorns and Plymouth 
Rocks are the breeds raised, and 
the birds are carefully classified as 
‘to age, size, breeding qualities and 
egg production, and put into sepa- 
rate pens. Eleven incubators from 
300 to 600-ege capacity are ig con- 
stant usee The baby chicks are 
cared for in a brooder house of the 
most up-to-date model. 
Only the best pullets and cock- 
erels are kept for breeding, the 
others being sold for broilers. An 
accurate record is kept of the esse 
preduction of the heavy iliayers, 
their eggs being especially desira- 
ble. The cocks for show purposes 
are isolated and are groomed to the 
highest point of perfection. 

In the seven pens on the place 
Mr. Wood has over 1600 fowls, of 
which number 1100 are baby chicks. 

The space that is not taken up 
by pens and brooder houses on this 
remarkable half-acre s utilized for 
the raising of rape for feed. This 
plant matures i[n five weeks from 
the time of planting, and is used to 
supply the fowls with green stuff. 
The garden patch is watered with 
revolving sprays, the water for which 
is supplied by the pumping plant 
instalied on the piace. ry 

Mr. Wood does not make a praec- 
tice of raising show birds, making 
a special effort tO secure great egg 
production. However, there are 
some fowls among his stock of such 
points as to be of great value, and 
these will be entered

AGED MINISTER 
DIES AT GLENDALE.

He became pastor of the West Glen- 
fale Church when it had only six 
children and nine adults for a con- 
ereeation. and he has seen the 
church gradualiv grow into prosper- 
itv. He resiened from active service 
four veers ago. and has spent his 
ast vear® surrennded by toving 
frienda and nariehioners, 
The funeral wil! be held Monday 
afternoon at 2 o'clock at the Weat 
Gientdale Church. and-the tnterment 
tll he made in the Rosedale Came- 
tery.

“Mri Hughes,” said Mr. Garfield, 

“has not been afraid to state his in- 
teritions in plain speech and he has 
emphatically said he will protect 
American lives at any cost. I have 
seen records in the State Depart- 
ment of 250 American lives that 
were lost in Mexico. Under the 
present administration we have no 
assurance that a similar number of 
American citizens will not be mur- 
dered there tomorrow. 
“There were many thousands of 
men sent to the border in the Na 
tional Guard, in an untrained state. 
I know personally of cases in which | 
the men on patrol duty, day and 
night, had no cartridges for their 
rifles. We have heard a great deal 
about being too proud to fight, but 
I have grave suspicions concerning 
aman who will change his life-long 
opinions in the face of a Presiden- 
tial campaign.

Mr. Smith was born near St.

He later 
entered Washington Wniversity, of 
the same city, winning a free 
scholarship by competitive examina- 
tion. He crowded the four years of 
his college course into three. He 
taught school one year in the Cape 
Girardeau State Normal School in 
Missouri and entered Princeton 
Seminary with the class of 1906, 
graduating in 1909. His first or- 
dained pastorate was at the North 
Presbyterian Church of Rochester, 
where he received 414 new members 
in a@ little more than two years. 

His second pastorate was the Sec- 
ond Presbyterian Church of Knox- 
ville. where he has been the past 
five years. 

In 1913 he was the fraternal 
delegate from the General Assembly 
of the Northern Presbyterian 
Church to the Waldensian Synod, 
the Protestant Presbyterian Church 
of Italy, whose synod convenes each 
vear at Torre Pellici, near Turin. 
He delivered an address in French, 
hearing fraternal greetings from the 
American church to the Italian.

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BLACK HORSE TROOPS. 


Great Love for Their Horses and 
Will “Fight Like Hell.” 

{Pittsburgh Dispatch:] Out of 
the stories that have straggled across 
the desert from dust-caked lips and 
thirst-burst tongues comes a little 
interlude, told with all the in- 
souciance of a raconteur, of a black 
horse trooper who paused in the trek 
to pour a bit of water on the tongue 
of a horse he knew was dying.

TREND OF CURRENT POLITICAL 
THOUGHT AND ACTION. 


By the de on His Beat. 

The political crisis in California 
is acute. With the Progressive ma- 
chine responsible officially for the 
Republican vote, and its leaders 
taking a poke at the regulars when- 
ever the opportunity is presented 
instead of working for the harmony 
they have been preaching about so 
long, there is unquestionably more 
or less uncertainty as to the gen- 
eral result. Defeated at the State 
convention, the regulars, though—it 
was a bitter pill to swallow, bowed 
to the will of the majority and left 
the solution of the problem in the 
hands of the men who assumed it. 
It was naturally expected that in 
the interest of harmony due respect 
would be shown to the stalwarts, 
who have given their very existence 
for the welfare of Republicanism, 
fair representation on committees 
that direct the working policies of 
State campaigns. An example of 
the justice doled out by the “for- 
ward-looking”’ governing body was 
its appointment of the members of 
the State Central Committee. About 
100 were named in Southern Call- 
fornia and of that number only 
three are genuine Republicans, Then 
a State Republican Campaign Com- 
mittee was appointed. It includes 
such well-known political renegades 
as John P. McLaughiin, State Labor 
Commisioner; Meyer Lissner, Alex 
McCabe, the Governor’s secretary; 
Joe Crail, who flopped to the Pro- 
gressives because the regulars 
would not agree to tie themselves 
to Senator Cummins for the -Presi- 
dency; EB. A. Dickson, one of the re- 
actionary gentlemen who helps run 
things political for Hiram Johnson 
in the South; Kemper B. Campbell, 
who has been in the Progressive 
camp so long he is never thought of 
in connection with Republicanism, 
and others of the same 

Notwithstanding these affronts, 
the regulars have not wavered when 
deciding matter involving the prin- 
ciples of the Republican party. They 
can be depended upon to vote to the 
man for the Republican nominee for 
the Presidency. They will not per- 
mit personal strife within the 
ranks of the party to influence them 
in their final action which of course 
will be taken at the polls on No- 
vember 7. 

Will the reactionaries take the 
same stand’? That is the question. 
They are being charged with at- 
tempting to trade California to Wil- 
son for support for Hiram Johnson. 
The charge has been denied many 
times during the past week, but 
apathy on the part of the machine 
leaders when they should be turn- 
ing over heaven and earth for 
Charles Evans Hughes is looked 
upon with suspicion. 


At a meeting of the Southern 
Californian members of the State Re- 
publican Central Committee a. few 
days ago it was decided to hold a 
“harmony” meeting with represent- 
atives of the regularly elected Re- 
publican County Central Committee 
for the purpose of deciding what ac- 
tion shall be taken in reference to 
the indorsement of candidates, The 
Central Committee has made the 
formal - demand that Republicans 
from Charles Evans Hughes down 
to candidates for the lowliest offices 
Le indorsed. The object is to se- 
cure the backing of the State Com- 
mittee and the entire State organ- 
lation for all Republican nominees 
against Progressives. From the 
past record of the Progresives who 
now control the State organization 
it is a safe bet that the plan will 
be turned down. Johnson and ‘his 
gang want the regulars to give 
their strength to him in his race for 
the United Sates Senate; but that 
is not the only ax he has to grind.

To Republicans who know the 
Progressives by their past it is clear 
enough that the die is cast forever; 
that the Progressives hope to con- 
tinue in power despite the regulars, 
and nothing that the Jatter can do 
outside of absolute capitulation 
will satisfy them. Such a compro- 
mise is inconceivable and the real 
Republicans can be depended upon 
to stick by the ship. It is that sort 
of determination that has brought 
about the squabble in the ranks of 
the County Central Committee. Some 
of its members, all undoubtedly 
honest in their convictions, are in- 
| sisting upon the unqualified indorse- 
ment of all of the candidates who 
were nominated as Republicans at 
the August primary election. Op- 
posed to this action are men who 
declare that if they should indorse 
such candidates as owe Phillips and 
Harry Lyons “we would be liars.” 
“These men have betrayed the Re- 
publican party. They are no good 
and we are opposed to them per- 
sonally, but for the good of the 
regular organization we must in- 
dorse them,” is the statement of 
several. I*those taking the other 
side say the Central Committee has 
a legal right to indorse the best 
candidates and as the law permits a 
man to become a candidate by pe- 
tition the line can not be drawn be- 
tween such a candidate and one 
nominated at an election. Some of

Consistency, thou art a jewel! Ran- 
jall was nominated as a Repub- 
lican.

The 
line of demarcation is not clear, If 
Randall is opposed because of his 
record in office, why should not 
Lyons and Phillips be opposed, since 
they have had opportunity to show 
their Republicanism and were 
found wanting?

, In all sincerity I want to say that 
melodrama is the only sure thing in 
American stagecraft and that we ale 
just beginning to suspect the mean- 
ing of comedy. 

Here and there we have had bril- 

Mant exceptions. Mark Twain made 
the gentleness of his humor appeaf 
as comedy when “Puddin’head Wil- 
son”’ was adapted to the stage, but 
primarily he was a  *(litterateur 
Charles A. Hoyt’s flashing wit in 
his extravaganzas appealed to us as 
comedy, ®ut he was a wit, a satirist 
and an author of burlesque and 
limbs. “Seven Keys to Baldpate,” 
“Rolling Stones,” “The Follies” and 
other recent successes make 
laugh, but it is their pattern which 
catches us, and ig not that they con- 
tain the essence of comedy. 
! We are on the way and some day 
s00n we will take that great and 
necessary step of evolving pure com- 
edy. We must do this before we cain 
lift our young wings for a flicht to 
the realms of a higher art. But tn 
the meantime, the one thing in which 
we are absolutely original and strong 
is melodrama. Our “Bast Lynnes” 
and our “Hazel Kirks” may give 
to the new methods of “Pai? in 
Full,” “Kindling” and “On Trial,” 
but they remain purely melodra- 
matic and puv}ély American. . 

Once in a while some fellow seems 
about to blaze a trail in a new direc- 
tion and then the box office or 
the undertaker gets him before he 
cah tell us what he meant. 


At first it puzzled me why we had 
to have pageants and ma*<ques. Then 
T remembered that infants have 
hives and children have whooping 
cough.

Tt will be many dave before we 
completely outgrow melodrama on 
the stage and in pictures. Perhaps 
we never will and never should. 
Those who do bie things usually live 
in a melodramatic whirl of eventu- 
alities. Li*e for them is one climax 
after another. Those who have quiet 
lives want to lonk upon the unusual

California Authors. 

Of California authors, W. C. Bart- 
‘ett, himself facile princeps among 
them, wrote: “The exacting condi- 
tions of pioneer life are not favor- 
able to authorship. If not a book 
had been written in California we 
might plead in mitigation the over- 
shadowing materialism which, while 
coarsely wrestling for the gains of 
a day, finds no place for that repose 
which favors culttre and is fruitful 
of books. But over the arid plains, 
in the heat and dust of the long 
summers, one may trace the belt of 
green which the mountain stream 
carries sheer down to the sea. So 
there have been many thoughtful 
men and women who have fresh- 
ened and somewhat redeemed these 
intellectual wastes. They have writ- 
ten more books than have been writ- 
ten in all the other States west of 
the Mississippi River.” 

Few California writers have sought 
to live exclusively by authorship. It 
has mainly been the incidental occu- 
pation of those persons who have 
written out of the fullness of their 
own lives. If they heard no mys- 
terious voice saying unto them 
“Write"—the great mountains en- 
camped about like sleeping drome- 
daries, the valleys Miled with the 
aroma of a royal fruitage, the serene 
sky, and the rhythm of the great 
sea—al] made audible signs to write. 


Whether as a humorous or a seri- 
ous writer, whether as the advocate 
of an ethical life or as a jester who 
Was always original and who never 
wrote a liine that might not have

was accustomed to say of himself 
what was said by an early English 
writer: “I do not suppose [I am 
unique.

My acquaintance with Samuel L.

Irreverent toward 
all outworn superstitions, he has 
ever revealed the deepest respect 
for all things truly worthy of rev- 
erence.

though this school may have been 
at a dead center as a pedagogic en- 
gine, it certainly could not stay the 
progress of such a boy as Was Dan 
Willard. His quick, incisive mind 
grasped everything. There is prob- 
ably not a more logical intellect in 
the transportation systems of this 
country than is*that of Daniel Wil- 
lard. In his boyhood he had a nat- 
ural gift for the true interpretation 
of figures.

Having 
learned all he could from his school- 
ing near at home, he turned ovér 
his net earnings of knowledge and 
soon proceeded to pay dividends, 
for, in his sixteenth and seventeenth 
years he taught for two terms in 
the district school in the town of 
Hartland. Meanwhile, he was 
making his way through the High 
School at Windsor, Vt., making his 
expenses by his work as a teacher. 
He was graduated from that insti- 
tution in June, 1878, and looked 


,about him for wider opportunities. 


He realized that in order to wring

lasted land of Vermont all the re- 
sources of ern science would 
have to be tnvoked. He entered the 
Massachusetts Agricultural School 
at Amherst that autumn and re- 
mained there until the following 
fall, when he was obliged to leave 


on account of his eyes, with which / tha 


he had serious trouble. 

THE CALL OF THE RAILS. 
Daniel Willard returned to 
father’s farm at North Hartland 
and started about his chores as 
though he had always intended to 
do them. Then there came to him 
the ringing call of the rail. To the 
son of the farmer, tolling in the 
field, what thoughts of power come 
as he looks at those shining bars of 
steel which stretch to the horizon’s 
rim. Over them are borne the 
bushels of the golden grain for the 
argosies which bear them to lands 
beyond the seas or to the eager 

maws of vast American cities, 
Work was slack on the farm, and 
Daniel Willard gained employment 
on the Central Railroad of Vermont 
as a track laborer. He had a hig 


and eager heart and a strong back, 
such as all New England farmer 
boys have who do not break under 
the strath of building stone fences. 
From the day that he first handled 
a@ crowbar or put his fingers over 
the grips of the handcar he knew 
t he had answered the call. 

Hq worked for three months in 
this way and then, as a locomotive 
fireman, entered service of the Con- 
necticut and Passumpsic River 
Railroad, now an integral part of 
the Boston and Maine. To “Old 
a is given the honor of 
having received one of the leaders 
of the American railroads as its ap- 
prentice. From this point, the life 
of Daniel Willard—as the transpor- 
tation interests know him best— 
has its beginning. 

He at once applied his thinking 
equipment to the building of a road- 
bed for his destiny. He tunneled 
through obstacles. It could never 
be said of Daniel Willard that he 
followed the paths of the least re- 
sistance. ' He knew instinctively the 
simple, the direct ways of doing

A WONDER, 

Judging from the looks of their 
factory, they feel sure of the cor- 
rectness of their choice;“hey come 
to stay. The Oakland Chevrolet is 
one of the finest factory plants of 
its kind in the world. 

It is in the outskirts of the city, 
in one of the little towns of the Pied- 
mont hills that have be¢ome a part 
of Oakland in spite of themselves. 
There is so much ¢ in the struc- 
ture that, from a distance, it looks 
like a big giass case. This is, of 
course, the science of modern work- 
shop building; cement frames and 

lass. 


It is a perfect whale of a place. 
The main building has 242,000 feet 
of floor space and there are more 
buildings to be constructed. 

The shape of the building is like 
a big comb. Between the teeth of 
this comb the railroad cars pull u 
to deliver immense crates of st 
castings, motors, the raw cloth out 
of which covers are made; rough, 
unpainted iron bent in the shape of 
auto bodies.

TESTING. 

At the end of the trail the finished 
Car goes out on its own power.

4f they find anything 
the matter th the timing of the 
cars or the adjustment. or any other 
fault, the car te brought back to.a 
special room, where the necessary 
adfustments are made. 

In addition to these testers. there 
is a special tester now out on the 
road with a new Chevrolet car which 
he is inetructed to weer out. His job 
is Uterally to hammer this new car 
to pieces over rough roads in order 
that the factory mav find out what 
part of the car needs additiona) 
streneth. 

The actual work of turning out 
ears becan only last week. The first 
day. they got out ten cars: thev have 
worked the output up to twanty cars 
a day.

LACK OF MEN.

AUTOS TO 
PRESSED STEEL.

DETROIT, Oct. 1.—The motor car 
of the future will be built almost 
solely from pressed steel. So de- 
clares Ray Harroun, once race driver 
and international speedway 
pion, now in charge of -the engineer- 
ing and production of a new $10,- 
000,000 motor coporatiori. 

This declaration sheds further 


light on Harroun'’s new car, which 
will be produced from the plant re- 
cently bought near Detroit, and re- 
garding which the engineering pro- 
fession and the motor-wise public 
have developed consuming interest. 
Harroun sa&ys that the new car 
will contain a greater proportion of 
pressed steel than any design now 
on the market. He hints at develop- 
ments far in advance of general prac- 
tice in pressed-steel manufacture 
and draws the revolutionary conclu- 
sion that within a few years the 
product of dies and presses will 
largely displace such materials as 
gray iron and malleable castings, 
aluminum, wood, bronze and 
@ large porportion of the forgings 
now used in automobile construction. 
PRESSED STEEL PARTS. 


“We have already solved the prob- 
lems attendant on the manufacture 
of our frames, radiator sheHs, hoods, 
fenders, running boards, hub caps, 
rim carriers, crank cases, oj] pans, 
instrument boards, clutches . and 
clutch housing from pressed steel,” 
Harroun declares. 

“The bodies will be built of pressed 
steel panels. The rear axle construc- 
tion goes a good deal further than 
anything else iR its line by utlizing 
pressed steel parts throughout its 
housing. All the brackets and sup- 
ports throughout the car are of 
pressed steel.. We have made wide 
use of pressed steel even in the mo- 
tor.” 

AN ENGINEERING MOSES. 


All along it has been conceded 
that some engineer would eventu- 
ally work out problems of reinforc- 
ing and ribbing pressed steel which 
would allow it to displace many of 
the crude, bulky materials now in 
use. Harroun’s high reputation as 
an engineer, and the fact that he is 
able to design his new car unham- 
pered by possession of old machinery 
and material which always follow as 
legacies of former models, lead to a 
general belief that he will be the 
Moses to lead manufacturers into 
this promised land of pressed steel. 

Strength and lightness are only 
two advantages of the pressed steel 
car. 
As pressed steel parts can be pro- 
duced much more economically than 
castings or forgings, and require no 
machining or supplementary opera- 
tions, manufacturers will be able to 
make a great saving in preduction 
costs—a saving which can be put 
into improved equipment, upholstery 
and other detaljs in which cars of 
popular price are naturally limited.

Chapman Company have received 
requests for Auto Theft Signals 
from Seattle to Battle Creek, Mich., 
and from Minneapolis to New Or- 
leans. 

For the past month the produc- 
tion of theft signals has been some- 
what in excess of 1000 per month, 
but it has become apparent that this 
quantity is far from being sufficient 
to even supply local demands. Con- 
sequently manufacturing arrange- 
ments have been perfected which 
will more than quadruple the im- 
mediate output. 

At the same time that greatly-in- 
creased production. was arranged 
for it was also decided to cut the 
existing price of the Auto Theft Sig- 
nal.

CARELESS 


DRIVING CHARGE 
ROUSES IRE OF THE PILOTS 


H Southern California last week 
in its effort to curb reckless driving 
of stage cars by the conservative and 
well-established stage lines of South- 
ern California. The springing up of 


‘|}the long distance auto stage lines 


that have been founded in the past 
year has given Southern California a 
new industry, and the men back of 
the lines that have made good have 
been quick to realize that nothing 
could imperil it more than habitual- 
ly reckless driving on the part of 
the operators. 


—The men back of the well-estab- 
lished stage lines feel, however, that 
criticism should not be directed in- 
discriminately towards all the stage 
lines. William Kitchen of the West- 
ern Auto Stage Company, which 
operates a large fleet of Packard 


| Twin-Sixes and other cars between 


Los Angeles and San Francisco by 
the valley route, last week stated the 
case for his company. 

“The charge has been made that 
stages on the Ridge Route are 
operated recklessly. I can only 
speak for our own company, for’ of 
course I am not familiar with the 
schedules of the other companies 
that operate over the Ridge, but I am 
sure that no charge of reckless opera- 
tion can be laid with justice to our 


cars. 

“We have operated cars over the 
Ridge since the day it was opened, 
almost a year ago, as high as twenty 
cars per day, and not one of our cars 
has ever been involved in an accident 
of any sort, which is rather good 
proof that the cars have not been

On 
the. long straightaway south of 
Bakersfield for example, the cars 
keep close to the thirty-mile . limit, 
while over the Ridge the average 
drops to less than seventeen miles 
an hour. 

“Not a week goes by but some 
privately-owned car comes to grief 
of some sort on the Ridge.

Any motorist who witnesses 
an instance of reckless stage driving 
could do the stage companies no 


greater favor than to notify them at 
once.”

It's Quiet Now. 
NSENADA NOT 
AS PROSPEROUS. 


5O_UONGER CAPITAD OF THE 
NORTHERN DISTRICT. 


(Baja Cal.) Sept. 
28.—-Mexico may be in a state of 
continuous eruption, but the little 
town of Ensenada, in its far north- 
west, is very quiet. 

Its citizens talk of those prosper- 
ous, happy days when Ensenada was 
the capitol] of the northern district 
of Baja California; for since Gov. 
Cantu had the capitol moved to Mexi- 
cali a year ago, the life has been 
taken from Ensenada. 

Many buildings are vacant, and 
the business done by the merchants 
is small, owing to disturbed condi- 
tions in Mexico. Ensenada itself is 
out of the zone of trouble. Much 
of its trade was with La Paz and 
Mazatlan to the south. But not now. 

The tannery here depends on the 
south for its hides and a market 
for its leather. The output of hides 
has ceased almost entirely. The 
flour mill here was dependent on the 
southern ports for its market. Now 
the freight and insurance rates have 
become almost prohibitive. Pay re- 
ceived has been in greatly-depre- 
ciated Mexican currency, which is 
Nalueless here, where American 
money is used exclusively. 

The back country is mostly des- 
ert. There are a few valleys where 
dry farming can be carried on, but 
water is lacking everywhere as there 
are no running streams, and very 
few springs. 

Around the bay of Todos Santos, 
on which this town is located, are 
some grain and bean ranches, owned 
by Americans. About thirty miles 
to the northeast, at Guadaloupe, a 
large Russian colony, farms some 
12,000 acres of wheat and barley, 
thus contributing more to the agri- 
cultural wealth of this part of Low- 
er California than all the native 
residents. 

A few cattle are raised in the in- 
land section, but the feed is too 
scanty. Some mining is carried on 
at Alamo, which lies farther in the 
southeast, but not enough to add 
much to the wealth of the terri- 
tory. Even if the findings were 
greater, conditions are too unfavor- 
able to tempt American prospectors 
to look for gold. 

Some fishing is carried on along 
the coast. The fish and lobsters are 
sent to Southern California by the 
Sandoval Company. 

Sharks are caught at the Estuary, 
a few miles south of Ensenada, and 
the ofl obtained from them is a val- 
uable product. But neither industry 
amounts to much financially. 

With so. .few paying industries 
here, the wonder is not that the 
town is so quiet, ut rather that its 
2000 inhabitants can support them- 
selves. 

Ensenada, however, is ideally sit- 
uated for a tourist's resort. Its lo- 
cation and delightful climate give it 
a great advantage over Mexicali, 


between the two towns was in splen- 
did shape. Now, however, one smal) 
steamer a week is sufficient for all 
the freight and most of the pas- 
sengers, and the road has deterio- 
rated to such an extent that ten 
hours is required to traverse a dis- 
tance of elghty miles. 

Outside interests are suffering 
from the turbulous times: The Mex- 
ican Land and Colonization Company 
owned, through concessions from the 
Diaz government, large tracts of land 
here, and did an enormous amount 
of business. Now, however, the com- 
pany is out of favor with the powers 
that be, and stand in danger of hav- 
ing its property confiscated. Indeed, 
the territorial government has al- 
ready appointed receivers fqr some 
of its holdings. 

Even the smugglers of Chinese 
and opium have fallen on hard 
times. Ensenada was formerly a 
paradise for smugglers, as the gov- 
ernment winked at the illicit landing 
of Chinese, and the trade in opium 
was unrestricted, being considered 
a free commodity. But now the 
Mexican government prohibits Chin- 
ese from entering Lower California, 


and the territory is restricting the 


trade in opium, though it is still 
carried on to some extent. 

In one respect the new Ensenada 
is an improvement over the old, for 
where formerly the saloons were 
innumerable, three blocks contain- 
ing as many as thirty-eight places 
where liquor was sold, now there are 
only three or four, owing to the high 
license of $10 per day. The town 
has improved greatly in sobriety. 

If the military government of 
Gov. Cantu is not popular, it at least 
has the respect of the people, this 
aftitude being enforced by a garri- 
son of 100 soldiers. These soldiers 
receive the munificent sum of $1.50 
per day, and are quite efficient for 
the money. 

With respect to the turmoil on the 
other side of the Gulf of California, 
the town is generally pro-Carranza, 


though Villa has some small follow-. 


ing among the native element in the 
town.

Americans’ gifts to the sixty prin- 
cipal war relief societies are esti- 
mated at $28,896,277.56 by the New 


Year Book of the Carnegie Endow- 
ment For Intiernational Peace. Of 
this amount $7,000,000 went into the 
$80,000,000 raised from all sources 
for the Commiesion of Relief in Bel- 
gium. In addition the Belgium Re- 
lief Fund raises] $3,083,000. Other 
societies added $148,000, making a 
Srand total for-‘Belgium of $10,269,- 
000, or more than one-third of 
America’s total contributions. 

Twelve orgar\izations raised more 
than $2,000,000 for France specif- 
ically, while $594,000 was raised for 
Engiand, $12,008 for Russia and 
$313,000 for Serbia. This with the 
Belgian total makes a grand total for 
the Entente allies of more than $13,- 
000,000, not including $3,000,000 of 
American Red Ciross funds, which 
were very largely used in allied coun- 
tries. The Germtian Red Cross re- 
ceived $2,750,000 from this country, 
with three German-American relief 
bodies bringing the entire central 
power. contributions to $3,750,000. 

Contributions for dependent na- 
tionalities affected by the war’s rav- 
ages total above $9,600,000. By far 
the largest single fand of this sort is 
the American Jewish Relief, with 
$4,000,000 to which i to be added al- 
most $900,000 for the Central Com- 
mittee for the Relief of Jews and 
$323,000 from the People’s Relief 
Committee for the Jetwish war suf- 
ferers. 

_ The Poles have received $473,000

LONG BEACH, Oct. 6.—City En- 
gineer De Ruiz, having completed 


order to determine how much of the 
tide lands might be legally termed 
city lands, reports there are approxi- 
mately 200 acres below the govern- 
ment standard high-tide line. How- 
ever, but twenty-one acres of this 
is out of water, and the City Attor- 
ney is questioning the advisability 
of bringing suit for the land. The 
small acreage out of the channels 
and tidewater is in narrow strips 
and small patches here and there. 

A claim has been made in the 
present harbor bond fight that most 


of the land held by the Los Angeles 
Dock and Terminal Company really 
belongs to the city. It was declared 
that very little of the twenty-one 
acres mentioned was claimed by the 
concern, the major portion of this 
being filled land about which there 
is a strong legal doubt, 

“At a mass meeting to boost the 
harbor bonds in the Auditorium re- 
cently, all factions united to say a 
good word for the bonds. It was 
declared that Long Beach would go 
backward if she would not vote the 
bonds to dig out the harbor, which 
is filled with silt. It is planned to 
issue $300,000 in bonds, about $22,- 
000 being spent the first year. This 
would yield a return of $1,125,000 
in salaries of the industries alone. 
The city gets title to valuable 
frontage on which to build another 
dock if the bonds carry. 

A call for bids for the huge drain- 
age system planned for the Signal 
Hill district has been issued by the 
County Supervisors. The proposals 
are to be in by October 16, the Su- 
pervisors being anxious to get the 
work @mpleted before the winter 
rains again make a lake of the 
fertile district southwest of the hill. 
There are to be 11,260 feet of forty- 
eight-inch concrete pipe laid in a 
trench whose average depth is to be 
11.4 feet, the cost to be about $100,- 
000.

§oined the demigods that have grown 
gweary of the world. Mr. Mencken, 
being still very much alive, must be 
praised cautiously for it is very bad 
form—and not done in the best of 
literary circles—to give a living man 


 @redit for originality and valuable 


qualities. Mr. Mencken is not s0 
uniformly bitter as Bierce, but he 
has much the same faculty for com- 
pressing truth into the narrow con- 
@nes of a sentence: as witness: “It 
fs hard to believe that a man is tell- 
ine the truth when you know that 
you would lie if you were in his 
place,” and that, “an idealist is one 
@rho, off noticing that a rose smells 
better than a cabbage, concludes 
that it is also more nourishing.” 

Mr. Mencken disp very notice- 
a@biy the regrettable fact that his 
early youth was not spent in Sunday- 
school when he makes such remarks 
as: “A clergyman is one employed 
by the wicked to prove to them by 
his example that virtue doesn’t pay.” 
And the ghost of Samuel Smiles no 
doubt had a chill when it saw Mr. 
Mencken write: “A man of self-re- 
Bpect is one who still believes that 
mobody suspects him.” 

Of course, there are instances 
when we must suspect him of in- 
sincerity — particularly if we gre 


young and inexperienced in the ways 


of a maid with men, for he declares 
that “Love is the delusion that one 
woman differs from another;” that

He out 
maneuvered her, outflanked her, 
and indeed defeated her completely.” 
He had incurred Miss Keene's dis- 
pleasure at a rehearsal. She sum- 
moned him to her dressing-room, and 
as soon as he entered she began a 
tirade. Mr. Scthern stepped quickly 
to the gas jet, “which illuminated the 
sacred chamber, and, turning out the 
gas, plunged the room into darkness. 

“*"What do you mean, sir! How 
dare you!’ stormed the lady. 

“*Pardon me, Miss Keene,’ the 
impudent young man replied, ‘I can’t 
bear to see a pretty woman a 
temper,’” and under cover of 
darkness he made his exit. 

Mr. Sothern tells many stories of 
his “father’s joyous anc felicitous 
impudence and love for practical 
jokes; and he also tells how his 
father tried to discourage him from 
seeking a career on the stage.

“Bddy is a dear boy, but he will 
never thake an actor;” but the father 
was willing that “Eddy” should try, 
and advanced from his own 
the $20 per week which “Eddy” re 
ceived for his services with the Bos- 
ton company.- 

Those who are interested in 
“psychic phenomena” may find a cer- 
tain fascination in some incidents.

T DOPBRSN'T matter whether she

To increase meshes on the end of a row, 


use the following method: To increase 
one mesh, crochet seven chains and take 
@ double on top of the very last double 
below. To increase two meshes, make 
nine chains. Take a double in the sev- 
enth chain from the needle, chain two 
and make a doultle in the very liaet 
double of the row below. This is for 
open meshes, but in increasing in these 
patterns your meshes will have to be 
solid, so crochet at the end where you 
wish to increase two chains for sch 
mesh to be added, plus two or three 
chains for the turn, ang then fill there 
Chaing with doubles until you get back 
to your pattern again. 

' To decrease the number of meshes, vou 
make slip stitches, one tn each atitch of 
the last mesh or meshes made, until 


you reach the mesh where the new row > 


begins. Then proceed with your two 
chain stitches and your doubles as usual. 

When yoor mats have been crocneted 
you will have to back them with linen. 
Be sure that both filet and linen have 
been shrunk before they are joined to- 
gether, so that in case of future wash- 


ing there will not be any discrepancies 


in the #htinking. To put the linen and 
filet together, turn the edge of the oval 
linen piece back for an eehth of an 
inch and etitch flat with the sewing 
machine. Turn this edge inside, and 
crochet the two together with slip 
stitches, making a picot at regular intér- 
vals. The back of the Unen should be 
elit either crosewise or longitudinally, 
to allow the piain asbestos mat to be n- 
serted. This opening should be provided 
with snaps or small fat buttens, or tiny 
tapes may be used to tle it tegether. Do 
mot use any large buttons. ag they will 
net only geratch the table, but if ap- 
plied to a blind opening will hump and 
make an uneven surface for the mat, 


‘@ausing the dish to be unsteady. 


These designs need not be limited te 
hot dish mats. The smaller one will 
make a pretty round meotit for any- 
thing where such a shaped piece is 
needed, or it will serve beautifully as 
a pincushion top or may be framed in 
glass for a pin tray for the dressing 
table. The larger mat also will make 
a good-loéking framed tray if set into 
an oblong of linen or provided with 
an oval Danae to At. It may aleo be 
set into an oval of linen for an oval 
table cover or be placed as a motif in 
a bedspread of linen. on't diecard 
this pattern. If, you can’t use it your- 
self, maybe your netghbor will be giad 
to get it.

COURT DECIDES 
FOR SAWTELLE. 


City to Continue, with Low 
Tax Rate Fixed. 


A Big Celebration to Mark 
Completion of Roads. 


Builds Final Link in Shortest 
Direct Route to Sea. 


Residents of Sawtelle will not have | 
to vote on the proposition to disin- 
corporate and the thriving commu- 
nity will continue as a city of the 
sixth class. Legal proceedings 
brought by petitioners of the city 
and coincident exaggerations of the 
tax rate for a brief time threatened 
to injure the business welfare of the 
city, but now, with a favorable court 
decision and complete refutation of 
unwarranted assertions concerning 
the taxes the city officials and most 
of thig citizens are confident that 
they can go ahead faster and with 
greater prosperity than ever before. 

The low tax rate of $1, with an 
additional 25 cents for bonded in- 
debtedness, has been fixed for the 
current year. Sawtelle’s tax rate 
has never been higher than that and 
the total rate for all purposes has 
been as low as 90 cents. 

The matter of  disincorporation 
has been settled by a decision hand- 
ed down by Judge H. D. Gregory of 
Butte county, sitting in extra session 
of the Superior Court here. The 
writ was filed by citizens of Sawtelle 
and was directed against the Trus- 
tees. A petition filed last June asked 
that the Trustees be compelled to 
put the question of disincorporation 
to a vote of the residents of the com- 
munity.

The courts, 
when appealed to, denied the writ, 
thus preventing the election.

$2,200,000,000. The assessed valuation of 


both real and personal property has quad- 


rupled in tensyears. The county tax rate, 
both for inside and outside property, is the 
lowest in the State. The assessed valuation 
is but 45 per cent. of the actual value of the 
property assessed. 

Just ten years ago the assessed valuation 
of Los Angeles county was $226,000,000, less 
than half that of San Francisco city and 


county. This year the assessed valuation is 


$991,000,000, or $200,000,000 greater than 
that of its nearest coast rival. : 


During the last ten years Los Angeles 
county has builded and populated on the 
avérage a city of 40,000 inhabitants and 
$60,000,000 assessed valuation each year. 
The average piece of real estate in the 
county, whether city lot or outside acreage, 
has advanced in value 400 per cent. since 


1906: that is at the rate of 40 per cent. in- 


crease each year. 

These increases in value are so surprising 
that it is difficult for us to grasp our own. 
progress. The figures read more like the 
prospectus of some get-rich-quick promoter 
than a sober recital of. actual conditions 


taken from State records. At times we have. 


been prone to question our own prosperity, 
and when the increases in value have 
brought an attendant increase in the amount 
of taxes to be paid we have sought to lay 
the blame on the assessor. Investigations 
made during the last year by State Tax 
Commission reveal, however,’ that the as- 
sessed valuation is as far below the real 
valiié in 1916 as it was in 1906. These are no 
boost or boom figures but a record of actual 
growth. 


For years envious rivals have raised the 
hue and cry that the alleged prosperity of 
Los Angeles city and county was based on 
fictitious vaiues, that prices were inflated for 
the purpose of mulcting credulous tourists 
and that a crash must follow that would 
shake the entire Coast. These harpies are 
confounded by the official records of the 
State. It is true that thousands of tourists 
who visited Los Angeles for health and 
pleasure have invested in our real estate or 
in our commercial institutions. At times 
they have rushed in where we, ourselves, 
feared to tread. But it is equally true that 
in ninety-nine cases out of a hundred where 


| the visitor bought and the local resident sold 
it Was the visitor that made the better bar- . 


gain. Our population has climbed upward 
with the unbroken progress of the sun rising 
to its zenith; the valué of our real estate has 
advanced irrespective of ownership and 
thefe are tens of thousands who find their 
future, comfort assured through having in- 
vested moderate sums in real estate ten 
years ago. 


’ How many there are among us whose ears 
must be ringing this morning to the cry so 
often repeated in the past, “Oh, ye of little 
faith!” How many have sent their capital 
for investment to the waste places of the 
earth when a golden harvest lay at their 
door ready for the reaper! You will hear 
them repeating the old lament. “If I had 
only bought here twenty years ago!” They 
are walking as they have walked for twenty 
years with their eyes bandaged in the midst 
of plenty. Far from being at its height, 
the sun of our prosperity is just rising above 
the rim of the eastern mountains; the ad- 


vances of the past are but infinitesimal com- - 


pared with what the future is certain to 
bring. A glance at comparative records will 
show that California is gfowing just as New 
York and Pennsylvania grew a century ago. 
During that interim of one hundred years 
the star of empire has - moved westward from 
ocean to ocean. The future of California is 
assured, a future whose radiance lights a 
~whole era. Yet how many there are among 


‘us who, after bearing the brunt of the first 


strenuous years, are now permitting their 
own timidity to deter them from reaping the 
crop that they have helped sow! 


HE BOOZE EVIL. 

The Times is in favor of sane, just, ef- 
ficient legislation for the extirpation of the 
saloon evil.

The Times believes that the unfairness of 
thé. Prohibitionists’ programme to ruin the 
grape growers, to confiscate $150,000,000 
wofth of property at ope swoop and to throw 
several hundred thousand people out of their 
jobs, will appeal to the sound-reasoning 
people of the State. If we are to correct 
abuses, let us first of all be just and fair, 
and.take no honest man’s property away 
from him without compensation. 


It is the saloons and the distilleries and 
not the vineyams that debauch the manhood 
California and bring sorrow to its homes. 

o man ever had a fit of delirium tremens 
from drinking pure California claret. 
Huhger never visited a home because the 
husband and father had expended the week's 
wages in the purchase of California white 
wine. It is not the light wines drunk in the 
homes but the distilied liquors consumed in 
the bar-rooms that are the sources of poverty 
and crime, that fill the poorhouses and the 
jails with inmates, and plaster the cottages 
with mortgages, and make it possible for 
loan sharks and pawnbrokers to thrive. 

If an accurate account were kept at 
bars of the saloons in Los Angelés it w 
be found that there were fifty calls for 
whisky, or brandy, or gin, or mixed drinks 
compounded of these liquors, where there 
was one call for California wine. 

The great temperance orators, John B. 
Gough and Francis Murphy, were advocates 
of moral suasion, not of prohibition by law. 
Were they living today their eloquent voices 
would not be heard advocating amendments 


| to the organic law of the State that would 


destroy $150,000,000 worth of vineyard prop- 
erty and transform its owners from tax- 
payers into paupers and bankrupts. The 
measure which inconsiderate and over- 
gealous advocates’ propose, would not, if 
adopted, be as efficacious in promoting tem- 


perance as would such an antisaloon law as 
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enact without amending the Constitution. 

Drunkards are made not in the fields: 
“Where the fragrant south wihds blow 
Blue bubbles of grapes down a vineyard row.” 
They are made in the bar-rooms and the 
dirty grog shops, where the habit of treating 

being treated is encouraged, and where 

workers who should be placing their week's 
wages in the hands of their patient wives, . 
are thumbing greasy cards, or throwing dicé, 
to determine who shall pay for the next 
round of that which is aptly and not irrever- 
ently styled “liquid damnation.” 

Enact laws making it as difficult to obtain 
a drink of whisky, or brandy, or gin, or rum, 
as it is now to procure a dose of morphine 
or strychnine, and shut up the saloons, and 
booze drinking will be extirpated more ef- 
fectually than by the passage of unfair and 
unnecessary amendments that would hurt 
the cause of genuine temperance more than 
they would help it. 7 


ETIRE THE DEMAGOGTE. 

President Wilson at the commencement 
of hig administration was induced or in- 
timidated by the cockney anarchist Sam 
Gompers into approving with his signature 
a law containing what the President himself 
designated as an “unjustifiable provision,” 
forbidding the use of government funds in 
the prosecution of labor organizations for 
breaking the law. In the Clayton Act, of 
which Mr. Wilson was the father, it is pro- 
vided that “labor organizations should 
not be held or construed to be illegal combi- 
nations or conspiracies in restraint of trade 
under the anti-trust laws.” The action of 
the railway brotherhoods would have been 
criminal under the anti-trust laws, if it had 
not been for this exemption. Their action so 
far as the railway corporations were con- 
cerned was only a menace to cause reduc- 
tion of its revenues and damage to its prop- 
erties. Their real offense was that they 
threatened the commerce of the United 
States with stagnation and the people of the 
United States with starvation unless the 
Congress of the United States should within 
a fortnight enact a law compelling the rail- 
road companies to add 25 per cent. to the 
pay of their locomotive engineers, firemen, 
brakemen and conductors. 

There were four parties to the controversy 
which culminated with the passage of the 
Adamson law, the labor unions, the railway 
companies, the shippers of freight and the 
people of the United Sta 4 ‘The three 
former Were represented by. off direc- 
tors and boards. The people were repre- 
sented by the President. It was his duty to 
guard the interest of the farmers, the me- 
chanics, the clerks and the toilers of the 
land, who would be ones to pay the 
$100,000,000 annually that the railroad train 
hands would extort from the whole people 
for the benefit of 400,000 train hands who 
were already well paid. “The public,” said 
Garretson the head of the strikers, “is the” 
carcass and we are the vultures.” 

The surrender of Wilson to the labor, 
unions\at the beginning of his administra- 
tion, pled with hig action in forcing the 
Adamson bill through Congress, gives color 
to the suspicion that the President knew of 
the action to be taken by the brotherhoods 
long before it was announced and that he 
encouraged and aided it as a political move 
to bring him the brotherhood vote for re- 
election. The President's supreme control 
of his party in Congress is evidenced by the 
fact that only two Democrats in each house 
voted against the Adamson bill. 

The President sought to deceive the coun- 
try by claiming that the question was that 
of an eight-hour day, when it was nothing 
more than a question of a raise in wages. 
The Adamson bill was passed by Congress 
under a duress as complete as that exercised 
by armed highwaymen who line up and rob | 
unarmed stage passengers. Will the votes 
of the United States—hand-workers as well 


to tax themselves for the benefit of a fraction 
of their number and establish a rule of pro 
curing legislation by intimidation by voting 
for Woodrow Wilson? Or will they give 
that demagogue a release from the toils of 
an office which he is temperamentally un- 
fit to fill and to which he never should have 
been elected? 


O ROOM FOR REVENGE. 

Apart from the ethical wickedness of 
such a course of conduct indulged in by a 
professedly Christian nation, Great Britain's 
threats of waging a commercial war of re- 
venge against the German people after the 
bloodhounds have been called off will only 
end disastrously for the provokers of such 


a strife. -The claims made by British spokes- | 


men that England went into the war solely 
as the champion of democracy and the pro-. 
tector of small nations fall to the ground 
as soon as that country exhibits a deter- 
mination to make revenge and not justi 


the last object of the conflict. 

In attempting to cripple after the war 
the civil population of Germany England 
will lose the great justification she has al- 
ways claimed to be hers for entering into 
the armed conflict and lay herself open to 
the charge of militarism that she has so 
uninterruptedly launched against her Teu- 
tonic adversary. A trade war of revenge 
will indeed damage her prestige and jeop- 
ardize her future standing more seriously 
than an actual armed defeat by the forces 
of the Kaiser. 

For the sake of England’s good name. 
and her reputation for being a fair fighter 
it is well that this spirit of sordid revenge 
does not obsess all her leading statesmen. 
Viscount Bryce, well known in America as 
a man of unprejudiced judgment and broad 
sympathies, has warned his fellow-coun- 
trymen in earnest and well-chosen words 
against harboring a spirit of hate or cher- 
ishing desires for commercial vengeance. 
A lasting trade war will only pave the way 
to another and perhaps more frightful orgy 
of blood and destruction under the advance - 
in more fearful scientific and mechanical. 
agencies of death. 

Having struck this: warning keynote as 
to the after-the-war reprisals of the leading 


- belligerents, we hope Viscount Bryce will 


be able to persuade other responsible Brit-. 
ish statesmen to indorse his attitude, that 
this wicked and wasteful war may be 
brought to a speedy conclusion and work- 
able plans drawn up for the establishment 
of an international arbitration court to set- 
‘tle all future disputes between governments 
and rulers, 
There is no room for hate or revenge 
in the adjustment of future conditions in’ 
Europe. Only an honest attempt, jointly 
participated in by all the present combat- 
ants to reconstruct the shattered fortunes 
of Europe, can wipe out the blood-cuiltiness 
of the world’s most monstrous crime and 
so set the feet of all people in the way of 
lasting and an honorable peace.

Dredging operations had been im- 
peded because of slides into the riv- 
er.

“This entire plain is composed of 
solid sulphur,” Mr. Hamilton was 
explaining. “It is in reality § the 
literal, old-time hell. You can ap- 
ply a match to this sulphur and it 
will burn. Also, if water is poured 
on the sulphur it will burst into 
flames.” Then suiting the action to 
the word, Mr. Hamilton left the stone 
trail, walked out on the sulphur 
crust ten feet, picked up a fragment 
of sulphur and set it afire with a 
match and then with water from his 
canteen. 

The building of the dyke had sent 
& vast volume of water underneath 
the sulphur beds and exactly what 
Mr. Hamilton was demonstrating 
was occurring in the beds. Instead 
of a four-foot crust of sulphur over 
the surface, the water had turned 
the bed into a great lake of fire with 
an eightéen-inch crust. 

Even as Mr. Hamilton spoke his 
right leg broke through the crust. 
As he sought to regain his balance 
the other foot went through and in 
a second he was hip-deep in mud, 
sulphur and steam. In a desperate 
effort he threw his body foreward 
and as the crust- continued to break, 
he a swam, half crawled to the 
trail. 

Death still hovered near. A belt 
buckle held tight and then jammed 
and the men in the party had to 
take out their Knives and cut the 
flaming clothing from the victim's 


body. 
LIFE IS SAVED. 


It was hours before a conveyance 
could be secured and a record run 
made to the hospital at Imperial. 
There the surgeons gravely shook 
their heads and declared the injured 
man would have to be taken to a 
Los Angeles hospital, where there 
would be a chance. Skin grafting 
and constant watching had their re- 
ward and Mr. Hamilton’s Ufe was 
saved. He will be crippled in one 
leg for life, the burning fluid hav- 


the ground beside its mate.

The Board of Supervisors 
at once accepted the resignations and 
appointed a new board, first having 
permitted the retiring board to name 
its own successors. : 

“The new district board is com- 
posed of good men, the best in the 
district,” said Mr. Hamilton last eve- 
ning. ““They have a lot to learn and 
it is a bitter fight. The crooks will 
try to put something over on them 
at every opportunity. It requires a 
mighty sharp board to administer 
the affairs of the district fairly and 
escape the pitfalls dug by ‘friends.’ " 
Mr. Hamilton will return to Im- 
perial Valley within a few weeks, his 
wife_having returned to her home 
yesterday. While he remains in the 
city Mr. Hamilton will make his 
home at the Windsor apartments.

SIMPLE METHOD. 


The groin system is simple, yet ft | 


has many intricate problems that 
have to be studied out. When Mr. 
Bundy first began to puzzle over the 
difficulty of knowing, when morning 
came, whether or not he would find 
his beach gone or a generous de- 
posit of sand there, he gonsulted en- 
gineers, but no satisfactory solution 
Was presented. He learned that on 
‘the Atlantic Coast a system of groins 
is ad. These are in reality a series 
of jetties, but built an a different 
Plan. A series of pilings is driven 
at right angles to the beach and 
Planks are bolted on the north side, 
which in Santa Monica Bay is the 
direction from which the main cur- 
rents .come. Only one twelve-inch 
Plank is put on at a time and this 
is left until the water washes the 
Sand, up against it. In the mean- 
time a sand spit begins to slowly 
form along the beach, the same dis- 
tance that the groins extend out to 
the sea. This is on the north side, 
While on the lee, or south, side of 
the groins another sand spit forms 
for a distance about equa! to a quar- 
ter of the length of the groins. 

Mr. Bundy believes tnat by plac- 
ing shorter groins between the long 


ones the intervening space can be] 


made into a fine beach. The long 
groins in such case would be 600 
feet apart, but the inside groin 
would cut that distance in half. 

Mr. Bundy has spent $10,000 since 
last D ber, when his beach was 
rocky and gravelly, but has added 
greatly to the value of his property 
and expects to add proportionately 
to that of his associates. 

OCEAN I8 EXACTING. 

°* “The sea finds fault with one’s 
work quickly,” said Mr. Bundy. 
“Last night my men poured con- 
crete for the base of the groins at 
tide level, a new plan I have adopt- 
ed. Everything looked fine. The 
men told me the section was water- 
tight. Thie morning I found the sea 
had carried all my concrete out 
through a hole less than an inch 
wide. This cost me $25.” 


The property of the Santa Monica | 


Land Company has long presented a 
serious problem. Being below the 
famous Palisades Par at Santa 
Monica, it was considered valuable, 
but bathers avoided it because of 
the gravel and sharp rocks. How

In addition to contemplated suit.

W. B. Lawhorn, who owns a fish 
stand at the entrance to the Playa 
del Rey pier, says that when he first 
took over the bait-house the waves 
washed beneath the structure and 
clams were placed in the water by 
merely dropping them over the side 
of the pier. Now the bait-house is 
on a solid foundation of sand which 
runs out 150 feet, 

A store on Leona street was 
washed by the waves, and a break, 
now Visible, was made in the Speed- 
way pavement, but today the sand 
goes out from there over 100 feet. 


SYSTEM IN THEFTS. 


The “sand thefts” of the sea oc- 
cur in different places on Santa Mon- 
ica Bay, according to Abbot Kinney, 
founder of Venice, who has made a 
study of the elements. He says these 
inroads on the beach occur suddenly, 


‘but always seem to be south of the 


previous ones. That the currents 
wash southward is shown by the. low 
groins that have been built by Mr. 
Bundy at the edge of Santa Monica 
Canyon. These groins hold sand to 
the north. 

According to Mr. Kinney the first 
recorded cut in the beach was made 
thirty years ago at what is now Mil- 
dred avenue and Center street. The 
remains of this channel are to be 
found yet, but the beach has’ been 
built up since. The second cut was 
Santa Monica. About 100 feet of the 
beach was carried out in two sena- 
sons. Considerable damage was 
Sunset Beach under the bluff at 
done, a cement walk being destroyed. 

The third cut, says Mr. Kinney, 
was south of Ozone avenue, Ocean 
Park, still farther south. About 
sixty feet of beach was taken away, 
but the currents switched suddenly. 
The fourth big cut was at, Venice, In 
1905. A pile was driven clear 
through a house at Westminster ave- 
nue and Ocean Front, still farther 
south. The fifth was in 1906-1907, 
from Lorelei avenue to Center street, 
vet farther south. The. sixth cut 
extended slightly south of the previ- 
Tt was then that a series of 
jetties was built. They were soon 
broken up.

AIN’S EFFECT ON 
‘ BEANS IS SERIOUS. 


EXPERT GIVES ESTIMATE OF 
STATE CROP LOSSES. 


Predicts High Prices will Obtain 
for the California Product Again 
this Season, Despite Fact that 
European Nations are Now Buy- 
ing from Manchuria. 


According to F. E. Harris and 
Company, local bean authorities, the 
heavy rain storms of the past ten 
days have had a serious effect on 
the dry bean crop. Mr. Harris 
yesterday gave the following sum- 
mary of the present position of the 
bean market and the probable range’ 
of prices: 

“The storm which started Septem- 
ber 29 in the Sacramento Valley and 
wHich struck the southern part ot 
the State the 30th, has done consid- 
erable damage in the Sacramento 
Valley district, where most of the 
pink beans are raised. If the rain 
had not stopped when it did, there 
would not have been over 50 per 
cent. of a normal crop raised in that 
district this season. 

“The rain struck the Lompoc and 
Ventura districts September 30 and 
fell almost cowtinuously for forty- 
eight hours. The damage has been 
estimated at 10 per cent. to the lima. 
pink and white bean crops there. 
On the 4th inst., it started to-rain 
in this district again, with the re- 
sult that the crop of all kinds of 
beans in that locality has  »been 
ruined to the extent of 30 to 35 
per cent. of the total.” 

“The black-eye situation is very 
serious, as wet weather entirely ruins 
this crop, and there about 50 per 
cent. of the crop still in the flelds. 
The rain stopped just in time to pre- 
vent a total loss of the beans left 
in the field, but as it is, growers will 
be lucky if they have 60 per cent. 
of their crop undamaged. 

“The lima Bean Growers’ Asso-: 
ciation has entirely withdrawn from 
the market. San Francisco dealers 
in pinks and large and small whites 
have also followed their lead, and 
dealers in black-eyes will set no 
price on their holdings at present. 

“Eiverything looked bright for a 
bumper crop until the rain. Last 
season prices on all grades of beans, 
with the exception of black-eyes, 
went to record quotations. This was 
due to the fact that the New York 
and Michigan crops of white beans. 
Were very small, while war orders 
were more than sufficient to eat up 
the entire available supply. As Cali- 
fornia had a normal) crop last year 
the growers of this State were bene- 
fited the most by the abnormal con- 
dition of the market, 

“Although it is true that Europe 
has ceased buying ‘beans from 
America and is tmporting from Man- 
churia, prices for this year’s .crop 
of California beans should be fully 
as hich as last season, inasmuch as 
the Michigan crop is only 60 per 
cent. of normal and the California 
crop is far short of the ‘usual out- 
turn.” 

At present, according to Mr. Har- 
ris’s quotations, pink beans are sell- 
ing to the retail trade for $7 a 
huhdred pounds, large whites for 
$8.50, small whites for $9, black-eyes 
for $4, Mmas for $6 to $6.25 and 
Baby Mexicans for 6.

This Roosevelt dam, con- 
structed by the United States Reclamation 
Service in the mountains eighty miles east 
of Phoenix, is what has transformed the 
desert into a veritable garden. It has pro- 
duced 27,000 horse power of electricity 
which can be generated at $50 per horse 
power, bringing a gross revenue of $1,350,- 
000. Egyptian cotton is one of the products 
of this valley. Asparagus is another. There 
is alfalfa, and there are citrus fruits in abun- 
dance. The act of Congress admitting Ari- 
zona to the Union gave the new State 
10,000,000 acres of public land. The State 
has room for an empire. Only one-third of 
the State has been surveyed as yet. The 
State Tax Commission of Arizona estimates 
the value of the mines of the State at more 


than $212,000,000, and they pay more than 37 


per cent. of the taxes of the State. The pro- 
duction of copper alone in the current year 
will amount to $200,000,000. One of the 


mines is assessed fer more than $25,725,000. 


- Natural Gas. 


HE production of natural gas in the 
United States in 1915 was 6 per cent. 
greater than in any previous year. The 
value of this production was more than 
$100,000,000. The average price of the gas 
at the point of consumption was 16.12 cents 
per 1000 cubic feet. California comes seventh 
in the list of States in the production of nat- 
ural gas. The quantity produced in the 
State in 1915 was 21,891,035 cubic feet. The 
consumption of the State was exactly the 
same as the production. It was sold at 
18.59 cents per 1000 cubic feet. The total 
Value of the production was $4,069,004. West 
Virginia led all the States in production, 
but less than one-half of that produced was 
consumed. Pennsylvania followed, with a 
consumption of more than its own produc 
‘tion. Oklahoma followed, with a consump- 
tion less than its production. Then came 
Ohio, followed by Kansas, that by Louisiana, 
and then came California. The price varies 
much in different States, West Virginia sell- 


_ ing tts gas at 7.85 cents, Oklahoma at 7.70. 


In Louisiana it brings 8.47. The price seems 
to depend upon two things, production and 
the consumption within the State. 

Another interesting thing contained in 
the Press Bulletin issued by the United 
States Geological Survey for October is the 
production of gasoline from natura] gas. In 
the whole country there are 414 plants en- 
gaged in the conversion of natural gas into 
gasoline, and the quantity produced is 
65,364,665 gallons. California with twenty 
plants produces 12,825,126 gallons of gaso- 
line, the second largest production’ in the 
country, exceeded only by Oklahoma. The 
average recovery of gasoline per 1000 feet 
is low in California, being only 1.6 gallons, 
whereas Oklahoma produces 3.6. The total 
value of the gasoline recovered from nat- 
ural gas is a little more than $5,000,000, of 
which California gets nearly $1,000,000. It 
fs estimated that more than 24,000,000,000 
cubic feet of gas used to produce the 
amount of gasoline quoted above. 


To Irrigate Big Acreage. 
BIG irrigation project is planned for 
Apple Valley, lying in the southeastern 
portion of the Victor Valley district. This 
project contemplates the expenditure of 
about $3,000,000, and is calculated to irrigate 
35,000 acres of rich land.. Bonds are to be 
issued to raise the necessary money, and a 
petition for the issue of the bonds is beijing 
signed very generally in the district. e 
water is to come from the Arrowhead res- 
ervoir and from flood waters from Deep 
Creek. The project includes the creation of 
two reservoirs with a combined capacity of 
60,000 acre-feet. The valley seems to be 
growing rapidly, as tnflicated by the traffic 
over the Santa Fe railroad at Victorville. 
The income there in 1910 was $700 a month, 
and at the present time it is $10,000 a month. 
The merchants of Victorville do a business 
amounting to $50,000 a month. 


Prosperity Indicated. 
URING the nine months ended Septem- 
ber 30 last, bank clearings through the 
clearinghouse association of Los Angeles 
ageregated $933,004,905.13. This, compared 
with the same period in 1915, when the 
clearings amounted to $763,159,912.81, indi- 
cates a gain of about $170,000,000. This 
gain, too, is progressive. For September the

Jack’s Bean Stalk Beaten. 


G, OUTLAND, in a field near Santa 
« Paula, Ventura county, has discovered 
a bean stalk that beats that of the fabled 
Jack and all the world besides now and 
heretofore. This bean stalk is ten feet long 
and contains 657 well-filled pods. Ventura 
county is the especial habitat of lima beans, 
and the manager of the California Lima 
Bean Growers’ Association says this is the 
largest single lima bean stalk ever re- 
corded. 


Mexico Planning for Peace. 
OWN in faction-rent: Mexico the peop'e 
’ have been crazily tearing up railroeds 
for three or four years past. Some of them 
have got tired of this pastime and are try- 
ing to turn their attention to the pursuits 


‘of peace, one of these being the building of 


railroads. Gen.*Manuel M. Dieguez, military 
commander of the State of Jalisco, is plan- 
ning the building of a railroad 150 miles 
long to connect Guadalajara, the capita) of 
the State, with the port of Chamela. This 
runs through some of the finest mining 
country in Mexico. Gen. Dieguez is reported 
to have perfected all plans, arranged for the 
construction work, and made everything 
ready for an immediate start in the actual 
work of laying the rails. It is said that the 
railroad will be completed within six 
months. 
The port of Chamela is very little known 
outside of the immediate district where it 
exists. It lies on the West Coast of Mexico 
about 300 miles south of Mazatlan and about 
seventy-five miles north of Manzanillo. 
Another Railroad for Whittier. 
EAUTIFUL Whittier, nestling under the 
Puente hills, is about to be favored 
with another railsoad. The Salt Lake is 
planning a branch to run from Pico Station 
to Santa Ana, and this will go through WhiCt- 
tier. The railroad company has laid before 
the authorities of Whittier a map and blue 
prints showing just where the road _ will 
pass. It is to have an overhead crossing 
where the railroad leaves the city, crossing 
the State Highway. This seems necessary, 
as four roads converge here, and the auto- 
mobile traffic on the State road is some- 
thing enormous. . 


Big Pium for Southern California. 
HE Lutheran Church in Norway has in 


its liturgy, or at least used to have, a 


fervent petition that runs about like this: “O 
Lord, God almighty, if there must be ship- 
wrecks, mercifully send them to our coast, 
Amen.” This was because the people of 
Norway lived to some extent on shipwrecks. 

This is about the way we feel about a re- 
pert that the government plant to recover 
potash from kelp is likely to be placed 
somewhere on our own coast. Of course 
we do not believe in government ownership 
of any kind except under the gravest neces- 
sity, and we would much rather agree with 
Thomas Jefferson, the reputed father of the 
Democratic party, than with his offspring of 
the present time.

Jefferson also believed in 
a protective tariff, and when the Federalists 
under the leadership of Alexander Hamilton 
proclaimed for a tariff to protect the infant 
industries of the United States, Jefferson's 
way of meeting this was by saying, “For 
every step the Federalists take in this direc- 
tion we will take two.” 

However, if the government is to squan- 
der money on a plant to extract potash from 
kelp and to provide a job for certain “de 
serving Democrats,” it will be welcome to 
our location on the game principle as the

When the 
raijroad is completed, coal from the Nenana 
fields, not far away, should be delivered in 
Fairbanks at $5 or $6 a ton, making the fuel 
cost about one-fifth what it does now. 


Companies Interested. 


The Northern Commercial Company is de- 
nounced as a monopoly by’ some of the 
smaller merchants of Alaska. There is 


probably considerable truth in the state- 


ment; but any ome can import goods, and 


there are several firms here that are doing 


a very large business for this part of the 
world. One is E. R, Peoples, Incorporated, 
and another is the Dominion Commercial 


Company, both of which have their head- 


quarters at Fairbanks and do business: with 
the mining camps for a hundred miles or 
so in the neighborhood. They also send 
goods by small steamers far up the tribu- 
tarfes of the Yukon. One of their trading 
stations is at Bettles, the chief town of the 
Koyukuk River and the head of steamship 
navigation on that streain.. The goods go to 
Bettles and from there are carried some 
thing like fifty miles. across country~ to 
placer mines that are now doing well. The 
pay dirt is only about four or five feet from 
the grass roots and is yielding from $1.50 to 
$10 to the square foot of bed rock.. 

Another trading station is Wiseman, 
about ninety miles from Bettles. It is also 
on the Koyukuk, but the stream is so shal- 
low that the goods are hauled there on 
barges drawn by horses. The freight rate 
is $1.40 a ton, and the goods are much 
higher in consequence. Fiour sells at Wise- 
man for $36 a barrel, and bacon brings 75 
cents a pound. The most of the merchan- 
dise is paid for in gold dust. A miner will 
come in and pay for his purchases out of 
his poke of gold dust, the storekeeper 
weighing out the amount needed. There are 
now something lik® 250 miners in the Koyu- 
kuk region, and their trade is worth $1000 
per man. The miners will often come in 
at the close of a season and drink up all 
they have within a few days. A mifier will 
put his poke of gold on the bar of a saloon 
and ask all to drink with him. It is an in- 
sult not to join in, whether you know him 
or not. The man keeps up his spree until 
his money is gone and then, like as not, 
gets credit for a new supply of goods for 
the camp. 

Most of the business of Alaska is done 
upon credit and any one who would sell 
much has to give time. The people here 
tell me that the merchants are liberal in 
their advancements to miners. I talked 
with a commercial traveler last night who 
started to Fairbanks with six horses freight- 
ing goods in over the trail. «He got into a 
cold snap on the way and his horses died of 
starvation. He arrived in Fairbanks with 
only enough for a mining outfit, but the 
merchants gave him credit and in company 
with a partner he leased a claim on one of 
the creeks for 25 per cent. of the profits. 
At the end of that year he was $2000 in 
debt. The next winter he and his partner 
had no money to pay wages, but by their 
own work they got out enough pay dirt to 
yield them about $3000 when they washed 
it out in the spring. They then paid up 
their debts and within the next year or so 
cleaned up $30,000 out of fhe claim.

The Seal’s Ventilator. 

It is probable that not one person in a 
thousand knows how the seal of the Far 
North gets air when the Arctic Ocean is en- 
tirely covered with many feet of ice. 

The small spotted seal, which is a hair 
seal,and not a fur-bearer, is the hardy 
dweller of the northern waters. Under his 
tough, thick skin he has an inch or more 
of blubber. When the ice closes up the open 
water in the Arctic, the seal selects a spot 


and begins to drill a hole to the surface by 


pressing his warm nose against the ice. 
Nobody knows how many hours it takes 
him to accomplish his task, but he manages 
it; and although he is obliged to work most 
of the time, because the surface of the hole 
is continually freezing, he keeps it open all 
winter, and obtains air. 

Seals have been known to drill in this 
manner through fifty feet of solid ice. 
Whether or not they take turns in the slow 
drilling is not positively known. 

It is at these “seal holes” that the polar 
bear seeks food in the winter, and there the 
Eskimo waits, spear in hand, for his weekly 
supply of heat. 


Lo, the Poor Indian. 


“THE DIGGERS OF TODAY IN A BAD 
PLIGHT FOR WANT OF FOOD. 
BY HOWARD C. KEGLBEY. 


Lo, the poor Indian. Once he subsisted on 
acorn meal. Today he is starving because 
he is possessed of the appetite of an epicure, 
and cannot afford the sort of victuals he 
wants to eat. The Digger Indians of the 
Sierra Nevada Mountains-are in a pitiful 
plight. 

Fifteen or twenty years ago, and of more 
recent date than that, the Diggers lived 
chiefly upon the game they killed, the fish 
they caught, and the meal they made from

and kitchen. We met old Mary on the trail, 
long after sundown, and she was burdened 
with several flour sacks filled with crusts of 
bread, scraps of meat and fragments of pie 
which had been cast into the garbage cans 
at the camp. Old Charley thought it was a 
great joke that old Mary was able to rustle 
up enough food to keep several Indians alive,

Today the redmen have nothing to eat except 
what is given to them by campers and re- 
sort keepers. | 


This is the Indian's view of progress as it 
has been noted in the Yosemite National 
Park country during the past ten or fifteen 
years: The government set aside the Yo- 
semite as a forest and game reserve. Imme- 
diately the Digger Indians were compelled 
to cease hunting in the Yosemite country. 
The valley became a favorite resort of fisher- 
men, and the fish became so wily that an 
angler rarely lands a trout in Yosemite wa- 
ters. So the Indian had no food supply left 
except his acorn meal. 


In those days the visitors in Yosemite 
Valley regarded the Indians as a novelty, and 
were accustomed to pay them nice pieces 
of money for such accommodations as pos- 
ing for kodak snapshots and searching for 
nuggets in the streams. But the Indian has 
ceased to be a novelty. In those days the 
tourists gave the Indians a great deal of 
money, and the Indians found a great. deal 
of gold in the streams, so they were enabled 
to buy food and clothing, and they learned 
to eat white man’s bread. 

Since that day—-and particularly during 
the past few years, the visitors in the Yo- 
semite have ceased to scatter money among 
the Indians, and the poor redmen have be- 
gun to feel the pangs of hunger. The gold is 


- gone, the game is gone, the tourist money is 
gone, and the redman’s appetite for acorn 


meal is gone. His appetite for homely fare 
is corrupted and he had rather starve than 
bring himself to eat the lowly fare that an 
earlier generation thought good enough. To- 
day he can’t get money with which to buy 
white man’s food, and he won't eat anything 
else, and all he gets is what he begs and 
steals. 

“Injun know too damn much now,’’is the 
way Charley Capitan put it. He lolled back 
on his bunk in a tent at the Indian village 
near Camp Curry, and blinked his eyes 
pathetically at the setting sun. There was 
hunger written ail over his face. 

“Injun no eat acorns now,” he continued. 
“Eat too much white man bread long ago. 
Plenty money then. Find nugget in river. 
Trade him for sack of flour. Buy bacon. All 
time eat like white man. People come; give 
plenty money. Nuw plenty come, but no 
money. This summer ft come from Mariposa 
Indians to Yosemite. Want to make money. 
Government don’t want wood chopped. Visi- 
tors give me dime maybe for take picture. 
Ten years ago maybe got dollar for picture. 
Don't make any money now. Last week get 
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She was tottering with age, but it seemed 
to her that it was her duty to provide sus- 
tenance for a bunch of hucks who were too 
lazy to get out and shift for themselves. 
Charley has been making the trip from 
Mariposa to the Yosemite every year for 
fifteen seasons, and the picking is getting 
poorer and poorer. He says the whole 
trouble is that the “Injun has learned too 
damn much” from the white man. He says 
that if the government had left the Yosemite 
as it was in the beginning the Indian would 
still be eating acorn meal and curling up in 
his blankets at night with a stomach well 
satisfied by venison cutlets or fish steaks. 
Up in the Yosemite Valley some of the 
picturesque acorn baskets which have been 
used by the Digger Indians for ages and ages 
are to be seen in the clearings along the 
Merced River. These baskets are made of 
flexible whips of wood which were shaped 


while green. They were curved to form a 


basket bottom, and then they were rein- 
forced by other whips lashed fast to them 
with thongs, until a sort of rude basket was 
formed between four upright poles. Other 
whips were wound around the basket and 
threaded in ana out between the upright 
whips to hold them together, until the whole 
thing made a rude basket which was quite 
substantial. The upright whips . were 
scarcely more than an inch apart, and fine 
clusters of thorny fiber were packed against 
them on the inside to make the basket 
squirrel, chipmunk and bluejay proof. 

Into these baskets the Digger Indians of 
an earlier day poured the live oak acorns 
which they gathered. They stored them 
there and allowed them to become seasoned 
in the weather. Then they withdrew them 
as they were needed, and pulverized them 
into meal for coarse bread. The baskets are 
seldom if ever used Nowadays. Occasionally 
the Indians use them to keep a small quan- 
tity of food in when they make an especially 
good haul at the summer camps, but so far 
as acorns are concerned the baskets have 
fallen into disuse. 


African Baobab 

Among the most*curious of trees is the 
gigantic baobab which flourishes in Central 
Africa, the trunk of which sometimes attains 
a diameter of forty feet. This trunk serves 
as a natural cistern, retaining rain water in 
large quantities in a cavity formed at the 
top. The Arabs artificially hollow out the 
trunks of large baobabs and fill them with 
water during the prevalence of rain as a 
provision against the dry season. These 
cisterns are in many cases twenty feet in 
height and eight or ten feet in diameter.

VEN the lowly and humble worm has 
E its place in the world, and not all 
worms are as lowly and humble as the 
mame might imply. The silkworm is any- 
thing but a lowly creature in Japan, where 
ft produces the principal article of com- 
merce, besides gowning the beautiful ladies 
of its own land. . 

As is the case with almost everything else 
fm Japan there is a legend concerning the 
origin of this worm. “There once lived a 
lovely Indian Princess,” so it runs, “whose 
stepmother hated her intensely. After mak- 
fag several unsuccessful attempts to get rid 
of he, the cruel stepmother put her into the 
hollow trunk of a mulberry tree and set her 
adrift on the ocean. She was washed

Every nook and corner is 
dusted and cleaned, for cleanliness is the 
first word in silk growing. Teaching this 
has been another mission of the silkworms, 
for they cannot thrive in dirty surroundings,

And 
60 marvelous is this little creature and so 
important is its mission, one can almost

However, we know that alung with many 
other good things which are to be found is 
Japan, it originated in China, and was 
brought to Japan by emigrants. 

It has been encouraged by Nipponese 
tulers from its origin down to the present 
day. At one time, before the silk industry 
became so popular, the Empress and court 
ladics raised silkworms to encourage the 
peasantry. At present two out of every 
three coolie homes have their little batch 
of silkworms. Things are done on this 
miniature scale in Japan, and silk growing 
is more successfully done in this manner, 
because of the extreme care which the 
worms require. It-ig°almost impossible to

@ome through experience, that by observa- 


hence in order to grow healthy silkworms, 
the farmer first cleans up his premises. 

After the mulberry leaves have grown to 
a proper stage, everything is in readiness. 
Now the eggs are brought from where they 
have been kept wrapped in paper and straw, 
in some dry place, away from mice, their 
worst enemy, through the winter. 

These are placed on cardboards about a 
foot square in the warm air and gradually 
the worm develops in the egg. About ten 
days later it hatches. If the weather is cool 
and disagreeable, hibachi (braziers) of char- 
coals are put in. the room and the hatching 
is hastened by artificial heat. 

As soon.as the worms are hatched they 
are given finely chopped mulberry leaves to 
eat, and now begins the strenuous care. 


They must be watched night and day. Beds 


must be changed -daily, any possible sick or 
dead worms removed, and the healthy ones 
must be kept warm, and given plenty of 
light-and air. For the first month they must 
not be touched with the hands. This makes 
changing the beds a tedious undertaking.

About five times daily they are fed, or 
according to the weather. In damp weather 
they eat less and in hot weather more. It 
is often necessary to feed them through the 
night when the weather is extremely warm 
and dry.

He spins from the outside 
in, filling in space which is left by his 
gradually diminishing body until his cocoon 
is complete and he is safely shut inside.

More than 300 years have elapsed since 
the British Houses of Parliament were 
searched and the barrels of gunpowder 
under the custody of Guy Fawkes discov- 
ered a few hours before the opening of 
the session. That discovery was not due 
to any special acumen on the part of the 
authorities, since it followed upon informa- 
tion sent them by letter; but there has 
certainly been no lack of vigilance since 


then, for on mo occasion for three centuries’ 


has Parliament been opened until its cel- 
lars had been searched. 


The duty of examining the vaults and 


secret passages is assigned to the Lord 
Chamberlain of the Court, but generally it 
is the vicechamberlain who conducts the 
search. His assistants are the deputy ser- 
geant-at-arms of the House of Commons, 


the clerk of the Board of Works, and an 
inspector of police. There is a lot of cere 
mony pertaining to the proceeding. 

The four officers mentioned are preceded 
by four yeomen of the guard iff uniform 
and fully armed. Through one _ corridor 
after another they tramp, peering into 
every dark corner until they finally reach 
the conclusion that no gunpowder has been 
stored in the cellars and that, therefore, it 
is quite safe for Parliament to meet. 

When, during the reign of James I, the 
earliest searches were ordered, the guards 
men carried lanterns through the dark pas 
sages, and now, although the corridors and 
underground passages are thoroughly 
lighted by electricity, the good old custom 
is still respected by the guardsmen, whe 
yet carry lanterns in their hands, 

-In the days of the Stuarts it was the 
custom, when the inspection had been 
finished, for the Lord Chamberlain te 
dispatch a message to the King by & 
mounted soldier to the effect that it would 
be entirely safe for His Majesty to attend 
the opening n of Parliament. Now 
adays the n ted soldier is no longer seam

chamberlain still sends the traditional mes 
sage to His Majesty, by private wire, and 
the King is assured that there are no ex- 
plosives in the cellars and that he will not 
be exposed to unusual risks if he chooses 
to meet his lords and commons. The King 
may not have the remotest notion of open 
ing Parliament, but the message is sent 
just the same, and it is duly received and

of the room over which she presides in 
Washington. 


Perhaps no woman in the United States 
fis doing more for the blind than Mrs. 
Ryder, and perhaps no one has so great an 
opportunity to follow out an ardent desire 
to be of service to the sightless, for the 
reading-room for the blind in the library is 
not merely the place implied by its name, 
but during the last four years has become 
a national bureau for the blind all over the 


United States. And it is doing a great 
work in bringing cheer, comfort and help — 


to those who“are without sight. 


Mrs. Ryder has the full support of the 
librarian of Congress in her far-reaching 
work, and she is assisted and encouraged 
in sending light to dark places within as 
wide a radius as she can reach. Books, 
Magazines, music, writing materials, games 
and other aids for the education and train- 
ing of the blind are loaned free of cost in 


' g@my part of the United States where they 


can serve their purpose from this reading- 
room, which is fully national] in its scope. 


The reading-room for the blind is « 
spacious chamber on the ground floor. 
readily accessible from the street. It is not 
only equipped with the standard and late 
works in Braille type, numbering about 

, 5000 volumes, with magazines and music, 
but is fitted with every modern appliance 

_ to aid those who cannot see, that they may 
learn to read, to write by hand or by type 
writer; with games, that they may while 
a@way a resting hour, and with an atmos 
phere of helpfulness and welcome which 
every sightless visitor is made to feel. 


Glass cases along one side of the room 
hold exhibits of the best work by the blind 
‘throughout the country, sent in mainly by 
the commissions of every State. In every 
ease the handicraft is of the best. 

“One is not asked to purchase the prod- 
uct of the blind through a sense of sym- 
pathy,” said Mrs. Ryder, as she showed one 
after another of the wel) made articles in 
the cases, “but because it is work thor- 
oughly well done.” 


Nothing could be finer than a set of cur- 
tains of dull yellow silk, into which has 
been woven an intricate canoe design in 
soft, contrasting colors. The price of $75 
fis moderate in view of the beautiful crafts- 
manship represented in the hangings. 
Woven floor mats in artistically blended 
colors are well made, and table and dress 
embroideries, with fancy work of many 
kinds: fascinating basketry, pottery and 
even preserved fruits made up a display of 
beautiful and useful objects the seeing per- 
son can hardly be made to believe came 
from the hands of those without sight, 

Interested in work for the blind for many 
years, Mrs. Ryder has imvestigated the 
means for their assistance in many coun- 
tries. Sent to the conference for work 
among the blind at Berkeley, Cal., last year, 
she went on to Japan to observe methods 
of work there. Two years ago she was 
sent as delegate to the international con- 
ference for .the blind in London, from 
which she brought away some ideas to be 
embodied in the work at home. She has 
observed methods of instruction in almost 
every European country, but declares that 

pone, as a whole, excels those of the United 
States. 

A caller at the reading-room for the blind 
found Mrs. Ryder just returned from a 
month’s absence and viewing at least a 
hundred letters which greeted her from 
seemingly every State in the Union. Her 
people have but one name for her, and al- 
most al] her letters began, “Dear Lady of the 
Library.” They were largely requests for 
books, magazines, music, writing appli- 
ances, games or instruction of some char- 
acter, although a few were merely friendly 
missives.

“Wasn't it the little dwarf manicurist in 
‘David Copperfield’ who said, “Try not to 
associate bodily defects with mental, ex- 
cept for a solid reason?’” asked Mrs. Ryder 
in talking of the limitations of her blind 
friends. “I wish that people would remem- 
ber this and see that their attitude toward 
the blind is governed by the knowledge 
that they may be as capable mentally 4s 
the fittest physically. The blind are no: 
helpless, but they are handicapped, and it 
is the duty of every one to make that 
handicap lighter upon every possible occa- 
sio2. 


“For myself, it is my first interest wher- 
ever I go, and as | travel I meet many of 
my people, and every day am learning 
more and more of their ability and capa- 
bility. During the past five years this 
country has made great progress in its 
work for the blind. Interest in their \wel- 
fare is at high tide, and the war, with its 
thousands of blinded soldiers, is keeping 
this interest at white heat. 

“The State schools for the blind in this 
country excel all others in the world, and 
they are splendid institutions. I must say 
that so far the English are better equipping 
their people for useful wage-earning occu- 
pations than we are. But this nation 
has come to recognize the fact that the 
blind have the right to as full and free an 
education as those who see, and it is nobly 
fulfilling its task. We,have gotten entirely 
away from the idea of an asylum for the 
blind, and no taint of charity  stultifies 
those who are taught in our institutions. 
In many foreign coufitries, however, work 
for the blind has yet the disadvantage of 
being a charity, their churches and philan- 
thropic societies being usually in charge 
of the work. | 

“The State of Massachusetts is giving its 
blind splendid opportunities for learning 


fully, rug-making, weaving, broom-making, 
etc. Massachusetts was the pioneer in the 
work for the blind, its institution at Water- 
town being the most modern in the coun- 
try. New York, with its great wealth, is 
following closely, and Ohio is doing a won- 
derful work for her blind, the new State 
school being a fine institution. 

“Ohio has a commission supported by the 
State which purchases materials and gives 
them to the workers in their homes, teach- 
ing them to make salable products. When 
they have learned to turn out work that 
will sell, they then charge for the bare cost 
of materials, and the workers have the full 
benefit. Here is an apron made by such 
a home pupil,” and Mrs. Ryder took from 
one of the glass cases a dainty little article 
whose fine machine stitching was as even 
as a worker with eyes could have done it. 

“We have for the children in this section 
a splendid school for the blind at Overiea, 
Md. It is a modern institution, where chil- 
dren get as good an education as in the 
best private schools. It has quite a won- 
derful gymnasium, with swimming pool and 
all the most modern equipment, and the 
children are given the best of education 
and training in vogue. They are taught to 
play fearlessly with one another, and they 
are instructed in performing little plays, as 
dramatics help greatly in inspiring conti- 
dence. 

“There is a cottage fitted out as a modern 
home in connection with this school, and 
there the girls stay in alternate groups for 
a week or two at a time, and are taught, 
as well as the more practical duties of 
housekeeping, how to receive and entertain 
guests and other social usages. Before she 
graduates from this school a girl must 
make every garment she wears, so that 
when she returns home she may be able to 
take her independent part im the house- 
hold. To this school any blind child in 
Maryland or the District of Columbia who 
cannot pay the fee is adn ‘ted free.

The little tire mishap set us back several 
hours and several dollars, to wit: New 
tire, $9.55; vuleanizing tube, 50 cents;

The last item represents the only money 
spent in Santa Barbara that I got any real 
enjoyment out of at the time of spending.

Since they floated in a part of the ocean 
that is much frequented, each section of 
the Taylor was sighted more than a score 
of times by passing vessela within a few 
weeks after the accident, and the com- 
pilers of the pilot charts at Washington 
took advantage of that fact to trace the 
different courses carefully. 


Contrary to all probability, the severed 
parts of the wrecked ship immediately be- 
gan to drift in opposite directions. The 
bow started off toward the southwest, while 
the stern drifted toward the east. Finally 
the bow began to follow the outline of the 
coast, keeping about a hundred miles away, 
its course turning rapidly southward to 
correspond with the sharp bend in the 
shore line at New York Bay. On August 
29 it was a hundred miles east of Cape 
Henlopen at the entrance to Delaware Bay, 
and some 400 miles from the spot where 
the collision had occurred. 


In the meantime the stern, after start 
ing toward the, east, turned northward, 
passed Boston a hundred miles off the 
coast on July $, and having approached 
within a few miles of Matinicus Island, 
sheered off to the West, and went ashore 
at Wells Beach on the coast of, Maine on 
August 7. The length of its wandering 
course wag about 450 miles. 

Why did the two parts of the same 
ship thus move in nearly opposite  direc- 
tions? It appears that the shape of the 
stern portion of the wrecked -vesse] was 
such as to present a much larger area 
to the wind than the bow portion offered, 
The latter wag little influenced by the wind, 
but obeyed the drift of the ocean water. 
Between the Gulf Stream and the American 
coast there is a current of relatively cold 
water that flows from the north, and it 
Was this current that carried the“bow of 
the ship along the coast toward the south. 


Sime, 1892, the German steamship The stern, on the other hand, rising 


higher out of the water, was seized by the 
winds, whose general course waz from 
the southwest and south. They preva'led 
over the ocean current, and sent the stern 
drifting farther and farther north. 


The ingenuity and resourcefulness of 
Capt. Achton Joachimsen, master of the 
little power-schooner Duxbury, bound from 
Nome to Seattle with fourteen passengers, 
saved the vessre] and the ship's company 
when all the odds were against the craft. 


The Duxbury sailed from Nome, and two 
days later ieft St. Michael, south-bound. 
She ran her nose into heavy weather from 
the start. The fourth day out, in Bering 
Sea, during a terrific gale, the rudder wag 
carried away by a huge wave. For six 
days the Duxbury drifted helpless in the 
gale, driving down toward the Pribilof 
Islands. During “those six days, Capt. 
Joachimsen was a busy man. He ordered 
the boom to be taken off the mainmast 
“and lashed thwartships over the roof of 
the after-house, so that an end protruded 
.pome distance on each side of the vessel. 
He brought out two big packing-cases from 
the hold and filled them with ballast. From 
the forward rigging on each side of the bow 
he ran a stoftt line aft to the ends of the 
boom to steady it. Across the boom, he 
trigged a free-running tackle that was fast- 
ened at the outer ends to the tops of the 
boxes, and aboard ship took a turn about 
the drum of the steering-wheel. 

When the wheel was turned to starboard, 
the box on the starboard side was lowered 
into the sea and quickly brought the 
echooner’s nose about. A turn to port 
hauled her over on that course. The rig 
served to take the Duxbury to Dutch Har- 
bor, Unalaska, where she arrived after an 
eighteen days’ voyage. At Dufch Harbor a 
permanent rudder was rigged, and the 
schooner reached Seattle within five weeks 
of her accident, with all hands well and 
full of praise for the ingenious master. 

The question whether a modern steel 
ship, which capsizes in midocean, will 
sink to the bottom, has been discussed 
at considerable length during the past 
few years. Many argue that since the water 
of the ocean at great depths is under 
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enormous pressure there must be a point 
somewhere between the surface and the 
bottom where it is so highly compressed 
as to support steel, so that the wrecked 
vessel will remain suspended there. At the 
bottom of the ocean, at the point of great- 
est depth, a little over six miles, the 
density of the water, owing to the pres- 
sure, is only about one-twentieth greater 
that at the surface. Only two substances 
so far investigated have been found less 
compressible than water. These are gly- 
cerine and mercury. Steel is compressed 
over 50 per cent. more than water at the 
same pressure. From this it is clear that 
as steel descends in the water it is com- 
pressed half as much again as the water at 
the same depth, so that at no point would 
the density of the water be as great as 
that of the steel. Therefore, there is no 
point where steel would be suspended 
above the bottom, even if the steel were 
dropped into a pit in the ocean reaching 
to the center of the globe. 


Dentistry 2000 Years Ago. 

The art of dentistry, most people will be 
surprised to learn, was practiced in a more 
or less highly developed form in the distant 
past. Actual specimens of ancient dentistry 
are to be seen in various European museums 

The most interesting of these specimens, 
because the oldest, is a Phoenician exampi¢6 
of bridge-work, found in a tomb at Sidon. It 


is now in the Louvre at Paris, and consists — 


of several] teeth united by gold wire. Two of 
them are transplanted teeth, firmly fastened 
by the wire to those that are fixed in the 
jaw. 

In the Museum at Corneto may be seen @ 
number of marvelous specimens of dental 
work of the sixth and seventh centuries 
before Christ. They consist mainly of 
bridge-work, done by riveted bands of metal 
One of them supported three artificial teeth, 
two of these having been made out of a 
single ox tooth, grooved to imitate rather 
closely two human teeth. 

The Museum of Pope Julius at Rome con- 
tains a gold cap made of two smal) plates of 


gold, stamped out to represent a middie 


lower incisor, the two pieces being soldered 
together to form the crown of a tooth.

The Eel-spearer. 

From time immemorial in England that 
strip of land along the edge of the sea which 
is covered at high tide, but left bare at the 
ebb, has been common land. There is nearly 
always one figure to be se@n upon it, work- 
ing his way to and fro along the windings of 
the smaller creeks and over the mud, walk 
ing with careful. measured tread aud pever 
resting long upon either foot. . This 1s the 
cel-spearer, who, with mud-pattens firmly 
laced to his feet. tows behind him a box 
about two feet six inches long and slightly 
rounded at the »otiom.. 

This man knows every square inch of the 
mud for miles and has carned a living upon 
it for years, bis sole stock in trade being 
his mud-patiers, his spear, and the box that 
slips after him. When his tide is over he 
slings this box, with thirty or forty pounds 
of cels in ‘t, upon his spear across his

shoulder—-his pattens hanging in front —and 
so: trudges to market. 

The special skill, the local knowledge re- 
quired to travel safely over these mud-lands, 


is. not unlike that needed by the mountain 


guide. There is mud which, too soft to go 
upon in winter, will carry well enough in 
summer when the long sea-grass is tough 
and forms a surface coat upon it. And there 
are pits deep and soft. like crevasses hidden 
by snow, into which the unwary may sink at 
one step up to the Waist or deeper. 

To get out of these a man must, by cutting 
the lanyard or untying the knot that fastens 
them, first get rid of the pattens wich suck 
him down. Then extending himself hori- 
zontally, with hie spear held across in both

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Electricity in the Poultry Farm. By Henry W. Kruckeberg. — 


Electrical Incubation and Brooding. 


HH: the time arrived when electricity 


will take the place.of oil and gas for 

heating incubators and brooders? 
Have the machines, mostly of small capacity, 
demonstrated that all sizes can be eco 
nomically and safely operated with a maxi- 
mum of efficiency? Without-giving specific 
replies to these queries, it is at once obvious 
that electrically heated machines reduce the 
danger from~fire, if they do not almost 
wholly remove it. That is certainly an ad- 
Vantage when we consider that there are but 
few insurance companies that will write a 
risk on an incubator and brooding house; 


' and when they do, the rate is invariably ex- 


tortionate. 


It is pleasant to report that to California 
belongs the credit of introducing the elec- 
tric incubator, the invention comifig from L. 
C. Byce, the nestor of California poultry cul- 
ture and the father of the Petaluma poultry 


industry. In diiscussinge the subject of elec- . 


trical incubation and brooding Mr. Byce was 
not prepared to make a positive statement 


_ to the effect that the electric was the com- 


ing machine, but he did express the convic- 
tion that the outlook was to that effect. The 
plan of using electricity in the incubator is 
much the same as the plan for using the 
current in a heating stove, and it is done in 
much the same way. Inventors have been 
wondering why they never app'ied the cur- 
rent in this way before. As a matter of fact, 
it has been done, but probably because of 
the greater cost the plan has never been 
adopted. Of late years the cost of the cur- 
rent has been much reduced by an ingenious 
adaptation of coils, and it is claimed that 
the cost of running one of these machines 
is a trifle less, considering advantages 
gained, than that of any other form of ma- 
chine. The advantages of the electric incu- 


bator, should it prove the same success as — 


the other forms, would be manifold, viz., it 
would be possible to be absolutely sure at 
all times of the heat which the eggs would 
be receiving. It is well known that it is pos- 
sible to control thesamount of current by 
means of a rheostat, to the smallest par- 
ticle. In addition there is a regulator, mak- 
ing and breaking the current by means of ex- 
panding discs. It will be readily seen that 
if it is possible to be absolutely sure at all 
times that the eggs are receiving the right 
amount of heat it- will also be possible to se- 
cure better hatches, for it is because of a 
poor heat regulation that many hatches 
prove to be failures. 

It goes without saying that all progressive 
poultry breeders should investigate the elec- 
tric machine, for it is but a question of a 
short period of time when, in our judgment, 
it will be perfected, not only in the small 
machines, but in all sizes. Where elec- 


tricity is to be had at a fair price, there too 


the electric incubator wil! find its place. 
Electricity applied to brooding is much 
the same as applied to incubating. There 
are about the same advantages, except that 
it seems to the writer that it might be dif- 
ficult to make the coqj of running as cheap 
as that of the proper type of stove brooder. 
It is certain, however, that the broodinv 
could be done in no better manner, in 80 far 
as the health of the chicks is concerned. 
That the electric brooder is a success has 
been amply demonstrated in Petaluma, 
where a number are in full operation. Like 
the incubators these are made in several! 
sizes; for commercial plants those accommo- 
dating 500 chicks each seem to be the most 


popular. 


Changes in the Business. 


In some respects the poultry industry is 
in a transition stage. The small incubator 
has almost gone out of use since the day-old- 
chick made its appearance; oWing to this the 
smalier machines find their greatest use in 
the rural districts where the professional 
hatcheries have as yet failed to gain a foot- 
hold. Among fanciers who prefer to do 


their own hatching the electric incubator is 


gaining in favor over the gas or oil-burning 
machines. For breeding exhibition speci- 
mens the sitting hen is still preferred by 
some fanciers to artificial hatching. Thus 
the trials and tribulations of incubators on 
the part of many breeders is being done 
away with as it has been found to be quite 
as economical to patronize the professional 
hatcheries as to run one’s own machines. In 
the matter of brooding, there is also a ten-

dency to buy pullets “on their feet” rather 
than to brood them as chicks. This evolu- 


tion in the poultry business allows of wider 
specializing. The man who is after hen 
fruit wants to center all his effort on that 
one point, and if he can avoid hatching and 
brooding and secure pure-bred young stock 
at an affordable price, experience has proven 
that it is a profitable thing to do. Usually 
contracts are made on a basis whereby the 
sale of the cockerels falls to the hatcheries, 
which of course reduces the net cost per 
head of the young pullets. 

Beyond these revolutionary measures 
there are other changes. We believe that 
fattening stations are to be more and more 


‘of a feature. There is one such establishment 


in full operation in Los Angeles. Few breed- 
ers have neither the knowledge nor experi- 
ence to properly fatten their birds for mar- 
ket. Owners of crate-fattening poultry 
depots buy up the stock at random, and by 
a system of cramming add flesh rapidly to 


the birds and so enhance flavor and quality 


of carcass. This is really an important 


branch of modern poultry culture, represen- 


ting large investments in the Middle West- 
ern States and destined to become more gen- 
eral on this Coast. 


For the past decade there has been a grow- 
ing sentiment in favor of co-operative buy- 
ing and selling. Often this has been 
sporadic and transitory, but the movement is 
ever kept, alive by changes in economic con- 
ditions. In a measure co-operation among 
poultrymen is more or less hazardous, due to 
the constant changes of the individual units 
composing a co-operative organization. To- 
day Richard Roe is in the chicken business, 


while tomorrow he may be operating a cigar 


store. Unless there is a constant inflow of 
new members, the organization soon suf- 
fers from dry rot from within. With a con- 
stantly larger following and more substantial 
methods, it is to be hoped that the. poultry 
industry in all parts of California will co- 
ordinate its forces and become welded to- 
gether much as the citrus fruit men, the 
grape growers, the walnut and other rural 
industries have co-operated to the benefit of 
every individual member. The interest that 
has been awakened in co-operative market- 
ing of late, leads us to hope that the poultry- 
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men will soon be organized along intelligent 
lines that will stand wear and tear. 


Number of Fowls for a Living Income. 


There are those who will tell you that the 
poultry business is one that may be con- 
ducted with small capital; that the work is 
comparatively easy and not at all nerve 
racking; and that a livelihood is to be se- 
cured with comparatively few difficulties. 
And just because there are here and there 
exceptiorfal cases that bear out these state- 
ments, the proposition assumes a general im- 
portance which assumes that anybody can 
conduct a poultry business under the condi- 
tions here suggested. Now what are the 
facts? 


Under exceptional conditions there are 
cases where the specialist has done very well 
with only a comparatively few quality birds; 
but his returns have come from the sale of 
breeding stock and exhibition specimens, 
rather than from the sale of market eggs 
and table fowl, though in a measure his re- 
turns from this source may prove quite an 
addition to the sales of the first two men- 
tioned. The breeder of choice fowl is, how- 
ever, in the minority; the greater numbers 
of people engaged in the business are es- 
sentially egg men. That these are not al- 
ways successful is well attested by the plants 
offered for, sale inthe liner advertisements 
in The Sunday Times. 


To be successful with poultry requires not 
only an aptitude and love for the business, 
but a capacity for rea! work, long hours and 
plenty of it. The person who imagines that 
the work is easy, will goon have a surprise 
after entering it. It may not be heavy work, 
but it certainly is constant and of long dura- 
tion, usually from sunrise to sunset. In a 


sense it is also irksome and monotonous, - 


especially to the person devoid of those finer 
perceptions that are the attributes of a 


naturalist and scientific mind. For certainly 


the study of bird life in all its phases is quite 
as alluring as that of plant life. Hence those 
who combine a love of the beautiful (the 
fancy) with the more sordid atmosphere of 
the market place are quite apt to be more 
successful than the mere plodder for the 
dollar. . There is probably no business in 
which the personnel changes more often 
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WEALTH THE CAROB FORAGE TREE 


a | Stockmen Surprised. By M. V. Hartranft.

=e mistord has a record of a carob that 


grew in a rock crevice at Campo Seco, Cal- 
averas county. He says: ‘It had bid de- 
fiance for many years to the sulphur fumes 


from the neighboring copper smelter, which 


has killed every vestige of vegetation in the 
vicinity except the poison oak (Rhus diver- 
siloba.) It finally succumbed, not to the 
acid fumes, but from lack of moisture after 
the little soi] in the crevice had been washed 
out by rains, leaving the roots bare.’ 

“Thousands of acres of our own pasture 
lands, now averaging less than a ton of in- 
different forage, can be made to produce 
upward to five tons of carob pods. 
What it ts. 


“The carob is an evergreen tree, growing 
from twenty-five to thirty feet in height; the 
old trees are reported as forty inches in 
diameter. The tree is long lived, comes 
readily from seed and grows with little care 
after it is once established. In Santa Bar- 
bara there are a number of trees, planted 
eighteen years ago, that are from fifteen to 
eighteen feet high. They are fifteen feet 
apart in the row and the branches are in- 


terlocking. One tree from the same let of 


seedlings has a spread of over twenty feet 
and is thirty feet in height. The carob be- 
longs to the Leguminosae and besfdes yield- 


: ing a large amount of highly nutritious for- 


age it enriches the soil by storing up nitro- 
gen through the roots. 


Feeding Value. 


“Dr. Aaronshon of Palestine, who attended 
_the Fresno fruit-growers convention in 1912, 
said that seedling trees will produce an aver- 
age of 350 to 500 pounds per tree. Twenty 
trees to the acre will thus produce three and 
a half to five tons each year. He reports 
grafted trees, eighteen fears old, bearing 
900 to 1100 pounds each. When one reflects 
that the carob is easily grafted, the possi- 
bilities of a pasture of carobs makes the 
industry quite worth trying out. 

“Pods from six seedling trees now growing 
in Santa Barbara were sent to the United 
States Department of Agriculture, Washing- 
ton, and in the report one lot shows a sugar 
content of 45.15 per cent., another 44.65 per 
cent. sugar and the poorest tree gave 40.92 
per cent. sugar. The poorest of them is a 
very rich forage product. Dr. Aaronshon 
says the pods carry, in addition to the sugar 
content, a protein supply of 7 to 8 per cent., 
and in experiment station record No. 10, for 
June, 1905, will be found the analysis of a 


and 15.22 per cent. protein; but allowing only 
8 per cent. of protein and 45 per cent. 
sugar and We have the following most inter- 
esting and remarkable series of compari- 
sons. 


“Horses, cattle, sheep and hogs take 
readily to the pods, and turkeys soon learn 
to fly into the tree, tear off the pods, break 
them and eat them. Chickens wil] readily 
feed on the pods when broken up. The Arabs 
feed the pods to their fine horses. The carob 
is the main forage for the English cavalry 
horses in Malta and for the tram horses in 
Naples, while it is a cemmon sight to see the 
London cabby give his horse a feed of the 
brown pods while waiting for a customer. 
The Island of Cyprus grows large quantities 
of this foliage and it constitutes its largest 
export. 


Comparisons. 


_ “Wheat is a rich ration, running higher 
than the carob, pound for pound, but to 
equal five tons per acre of carob pods, wheat 
must yield three tons of grain to the acre, 
which is out of the question. 

“Alfalfa is a splendid feeding product, and 
stores up nitrogen in the soil whiJe produc- 
ing the hay. Compared with the carob at 45 
per cent. sugar and 8 per cent. protein, the 
ground must produce five tons per acre, and 
that on rocky, hilly places, without irrigation 
and without cultivation. Besides, the carob 
is one of those trees whose rootlets store up 
nitrogen in the soil. 


“We Californians feed quantities of bar- 
ley, both as a grain ration and as hay, and to 
make a crop we require good soil, good sea- 
sonal conditions, and when threshed, to 
equal five tons of carob pods, each acre must 
yield three and a half tons of sweet, dry, 
first-class barley. 


“Bean straw is carefully husbanded, baled 
and housed, and sold at a price that brings 
good returns; hut to equal five tons of carob 
pods each acre must yield six tons of bean 
straw. 


“It requires thirty tons of carrots to pro- 
vide the same elements found in five tons of 
carob pods. Corn and cod ground requires 
three tons to the acre to equal the product 
of an acre of carobs. Corn mea] must weigh 
two and a half tons to equal in food product 
five tons of carobs. 

“Oats are found to be a great ration for 
milch cows, but if the crop is to keep pace 
with carobs, there must be delivered at the 


carob pod that yielded 43.57 per cent. sugar sacking shoot three tons of grain per acre or 


of good clean oat hay the land must vield 
four tons. 

“Men pay good prices for beet tops to 
sugar factory people, but to equa! the <- fe 
age of the carob each acre of beets must fur- 
nish thirty-eight tons of tops. It is difficult 
to realize the economic importance o/ such 
a product. It requires tliree and a haif tons 
of cottonseed meal to equal the acre product 
of carobs. For human food, it is richer than 
cow's milk, pound for pound. 


Propagation. 


“The seeds come readily. By planting the 
seed pods on edge, close together, in a 
sprouting-box, with a slight covering of soil, 
there will be a succession of seedlings, cov- 
ering two or three years., This method 
seems to protect the young seedling from the 
damping-off fungus, that otherwise causes 
great loss of the young plants. There seems 
to be a ferment in the pod that protects the 
early growth. Seeds stripped from the pod 
and treated with hot water come quickly, but 
these young plants are very susceptible to 
the damping-off fungi. 

“Seedlings grown from planting the en- 
tire seed pod are immune from damping-off 
fungi, while those from cleaned seeds are 
very apt to be destroyed by them. 

“The tree is easily budded or grafted and 
the union appears very intimate. .Grafted 
and budded trees bear earlier than seedlings 
and produce heavier crops. Only by this 
method can the nutritive content be deter- 


mined beforehand, as seedlings do not come 


true to product. Also the carob is diecious 
and in seedling trees there is an excess of 
staminate trees, and by budding and graft- 
ing this can be controlled. It has been found 
that by budding a single branch of a pistil- 
late tree to a staminate bud, there will re- 
sult an abundance of pollen to fertilize all 
the balance of the tree, thus making every 
tree a fruit bearer. . ° 


Conclusions. 


Commissioner Beers says that 18 des. of 
frost does not injure the carob to any extent 
and concludes his report as follows: 

“What more shall be said? Do we advo- 
cate planting carobs instead of grains? 
Shall we plow up our alfalfa and put out this 
thrifty tree? Not et all. But we do urge 
and expect that the good sense of those who 
may read this will induce some of them to 
make a respectable planting of this tree in 
places where now there is smal] return, and 
watch the development.” |

Stealing. 


It would seem that an elephant would be 


about the last thing in the world a man. 


would be able to steal. Yet in Siam one 
must keep a careful watch on such ele 
phants as he may own, no matter what 
their size, lest they be stolen from h‘'™. 
Elephant stealing in Siam has always 
been more or less prevalent, and for some 
time past has been a source of much 
anxiety to the officials. Regulations were 
drawn up about fifteen years ago by the 
British and Siamese authorities, with a 
view to the suppression of this offense. 


Later these were supplem@ited by addt- 
tional regulations, embodying definite rules 


for the purchase end sale of elephants, and— 


imposing penalties on all persons in posses 
sion of elephants who are not provided 
with sale papers properly executed before 
the local authorities. Notwithstanding all 
these precautions elephant stealing com 
tinues in Siam, and in one year alone fifty 
elephants were stolen from British for 
esters, representing a loss of some $45,000, 

The Karen tribesmen are the chief of 
fenders; but, though their somewhat inac 
cessible villages are well known to the 
near kwen, or district official, in no single 
instance has the assistance rendered by 
the Siamese officials led to the discovery 
of the elephant stolen or of the thief. In 
short, recovery, when effected, has been 
due to the activity and energy of the 
British foresters and the searching parties 
sent out by the British companies who em 
ploy the foresters.

It is also pleasing to note that a majority 
of the students in many agricultural col- 
leges are city youths, and while these have 
the most to learn they progress wonder- 
fully, for they have nothing to unlearn.

: The city youtly of the past has been quick 


to note the awkward ways and verdancy 
of the country boy unfamiliar with city 
life, yet no country boy is one-half so igno- 
rant, incapable, or helpless as a city poy 
when called upon to begin his duties on 
the farm. The barrier between the two 
classes has been really “educated” out of 
existence. 


The greatest deficiency in all agricul- 
tural colleges now lies along the lines of 
gardening, and even this department is 
gradually rising to the point of usefulness 


- and efficiency on the part of its graduates. 


But there still is a large gap to span, for 
locally our heaviest employers of labor in 
plant nurseries will not even give a uni- 
versity graduate an opportunity to prove 


‘his value, so disappointing have they thus 


far proven. It has been but a few short 
years that our own State university has 
given proper recognition to this depart- 
ment, yet the standard of usefulness in the 
garden and on the nursery has already been 
raised to a very noticeable and pleasing 
degree. It is believed that we shall soon 
have graduates who with a modicum of 
practical garden experience away from the 
alma mater will quickly qualify as self-sus- 
taining professional landscape gardene-s and 
designers. A little actual business experi- 
ence is necessary to the fullest equipment, 
even as it is to the graduate doctor or 
lawyer, and as this is recognized in all 
professiona] lines it will not do to classity 
as unfinished the product of the landscape 
gardening department. California is now 


sorely in need of trained men and women 


in this line, for gardening as a fine art is 
rapidly securing the substantial recognition 
to which it is justly entitled. 

The “Monkey Puzzie.” 

The “monkey puzzle” is the popu'ar 
name of the least known species of Arau- 
caria. It grows more slowly with us tnan 
any other species and only in special situ- 
ations does it thrive as it does in sections 
and lands with more humid atmospheres. 
For instance, it grows far better in the 
damp and fog of San Francisco than it does 
anywhere in Southe California, even in 
seaside gardens. This species is A. im- 
bricata, though the name of monkey puzzle 
is wrongly applied to A. Bidwillii, a better 
known, more common and more desirable 
species.

NVexican Guayule for Rubber. 


In the States of Chihuahua, Durango and 
Zacatecas there are many millions of acres 
of native guayule, in thirty-eight species. 
About Tolgeon, where a manufacturing. plant 
is located, there are 3,000,000 acres. Experts 
from Washington are now investigating to 
find the species carrying the heaviest per 

cent, of rubber to introduce it to cultivation 
in Arizona and California. This rubber is 
fine for hard rubber products and {s mixed 
with Para rubber for automobile ti.es. 


Soil Physics. 


A great number of questions come to this 
department about special soils, fertilizers, 
etc., for specific crops—roses, dahlias or 
chrysanthemums. Too many think that 
after planting any crop all that is necessary 
in the future is to supply some special fer- 
tilizer that will work wonders in a very 
short time. Such results are not attained 
fin many cases and then the home gardener 
“wants to know.” 

The fault is generally in the lack of in- 
telligent care. Neither soil contents nor 
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Gard ns, Streets, Parks, Lakes. By Ernest Braunton. 


fertilizer applied is at fault. Soils may be 
too light or too heavy but as a rule the 
average garden will grow fine flowers of 
any of the sorts noted if the treatment is 
right and the soil is in proper physical con- 
dition. It has before been stated in this de- 
partment that soil contents are of less im- 
portance than physical condition. For a soil 
may be ever so full of plant food and yet be 
in such lack of tilth or texture that no good 
crops may be grown. On the other hand few 
soils in good physical condition are seriously 
lacking in plant food for crops in general. 


The Finest Climber. 


The finest. flowers, in both individual blos- 
som and mass effect, that the writer has ever 
seen on a Vine, were this season produced at 
Hollywood on a plant of Dipladenia splen- 
dens, variety profusa. The nearest compari- 
son possible for readers is to say the flower 
closely resembles a giant pink oleander, to 
which family it belongs, but the color is 
much superior. “The plant observed as 


grown in full sun, without protection, for two 


years and this year bore more flowers than 
leaves. It is not known that the plants are 
for sale in California. Eastern dealers may 
have them. 


A New Maivia. 


There has lately been introduced to local 
gardens a rather showy little shrub of the 
mallow family, known as Ingenhousia triloba, 
native to Southern Arizona and Mexico and 
therefore quite at home with us. The 
flowers are of the size and shape of abutilon 
blossoms but open pure white and on the 
second day change to a clear deep pink. 
This gives a flowering plant an odd appear- 
ance and, as the colors are good, its chief

A Few Street Trees. 


Next to the pepper tree in popularity and 
preferable to it for some places and pur- 
poses stands Acacia dialbata, the Silver 
Wattle, a truly glorious tree when in blvom. 
Our second choice is Acacia melanoxylon, 
the “Blackwood.” This tree needs a rich, 
deep soil, and will not withstand drought. 
Many other acacias make fine street trees, 
but all may be seen in the nurseries and 
their chief points ascertained by compari- 
son with the description of the blackwood. 


Jacaranda ovalifolia, if kept pruned, is very - 


suitable for street purposes and when in 
bloom would present a more beautiful sight 
than any mentioned, though somewhat ten- 
der.

“A Subscriber” asks what are the proper 
soil and climatic conditions for the growth 
of the redwood. 

The redwood is not at all particular as 
to quality of soil so long as it is moist; 
they require plenty of water. What has 
been said of the soil is equally true of the 
atmosphere. The moisture of the air seems 
to regulate its natural distribution and the 
limits of the sea fogs are about the limits 
of the redwood. For these reasons the tree 
is not adapted to arid regions or far from 
the sea coast. :

Nothings found cause for displeasure at a 
speech delivered shortly before in Phila- 
delphia, where opportanity was taken vig- 
orously to denounce their order, while com- 
mercial interests, of the metropolis espe- 
cially, became indignant because of his op- 
position to a river and harbor bill in which 
they were vitally interested. On the after- 
noon before the proposed meeting the flags 
on all the shipping were hung at half-mast. 
At dusk church bells tolled.as if for a 
funeral, and, above all, could be heard angry 
clanging from the iron monster in the City 
Hall. It was a forbidding stronghold that 
the “Little Giant” decided to assail on this 
particular night, but he was never wanting 
in courage. 

About 9 o’clack he rose to speak and look- 
ing down upon the vast crowds assembled to 
hear him, described but few friends. Hostile 
silence attended his firat few sentences, but 
he soon made what was considered an of- 
‘fensive remark, and a great groan rolled up 
from the mass, mingled with hisses and the 
unearthly Know Nothing yell. Allowed to 
proceed for a brief period he was next met 
with derisive laughter, then more groans. 
Repeatedly came these interruptions, each 
time increasing in violence, but the plucky 
speaker kept on trying to make friends with 
his audience until shortly after 12 o'clock, 
when with blazing eyes and red, perspiring 
face he turned to them and fairly yelled, 
“Fellow citizens, it is now Sunday morning. 
Iam going to church—you can go to hell.” 

In sharp contrast with Douglas was that 
wholly. uncultured but delightfully original 
old farmer, Solon Chase of Maine, who first 
appeared upon the hustings of his native 
State during the early eighties, remaining 
for many years to captivate pre-election as- 
sembilages. Rhetoric and syntax were not 
his strong points, but he lived close to na- 
ture and read the newspapers. His figures 
of speech were drawn from garden and corn- 
field and stable, and, though spoken in plain 


‘Janguage, were none the less forcible by 


reason of trueness to life and aptness of 
association with the theme under discussion. 
It wag an illustration in fhis homely phras- 
ing that caused the bucolic orator to be 
known far and wide as “Them Steers.” 
Neighbors, though, understood him better 
than they could have understood anyone 
else; he talked in their tongue. About tariff 
schedules, his knowledge was profound, and 
summer sojourners in Maine can still find 
not a few farmers who remember that 
unique speech, made in the Blaine and Cleve- 
land year of 1884, during which this Solon— 
not by name only, but, as well, by classic 
heritage—clearly interpreted the entire Re 
publican policy of protection using his crop 
of sweet corn as a medium. - 

Much of the same kind of speaker was 
the rotund, side-whiskered and genial Ros- 
well P. Flower. A quarter of a century ago 
Flower, a wealthy banker of New York City, 
became Governor of the Empire State, but 
before moving to the metropolis to begin 
the ascent of fame’s ladder, he had been for 
thirty-five years a countryman in Jefferson 
county. As with Chase. so with him. 
Throughout life grammar remained uncon- 
quered, but he had a stock of everyday in- 
formation and a plain direct way of impart- 
ing it entirely acceptable to rural audiences. 

The Governor was a very energetic cam- 
paigner, and spoke often in the course of a 
day, but it has been many years since 
lengthy speeches found favor at mass meet- 
ings; hence the modern ability to talk fre- 
quently. In Henry Clay’s time and even 
later, ordinary addresses lasted from three 
to four hours, and the orator was doing well 
who delivered three harangues within a 
week. For several decades, however, a 
spelibinder has thought little of making 
twenty speeches during the twenty-four 
hours, besides squeezing in a good-sized nap 
and three square meals. Inimitable Chaun- 
cey Depew, still in the saddle, did this in 
1896 to help Maj. McKinley, who was then 
running his first race against William Jen- 
nings Bryan. By the way, it was this same 


versatile Nebraskan who invented the term 


“spelibinder,” back in ‘88. 

Depew reminds one at once of militant, 
magnetic James G. Blaine, for they were 
great friends and long co-laborers on the 
stump. Whenever the “Plumed Knight” 
made one of his whirlwind tours through the 
Empire State, speaking briefly at town after 
town from car platforms, “Our Chauncey” 
went along and introduced him to his audl- 
encea On ave of these occasions, Blaine 


asked his companion where they next 
stopped. “Peekskill” he replied; “and I 
was born there.” “Why,” said the man from 
Maine, “I always thought you were born in 
Poughkeepsie.” Five minutes later Depew 
started the introduction, when Blaine lightly 
pushed him aside, saying to the crowd, “No, 
no, fellow citizens, let me do the introducing 
here. As I have passed up and down your 
noble Hudson, its unequaled floating palaces, 
for the past twenty years, I have felt the in- 
spiration of its scenery made famous by the 
genius of Irving, but the deepest and tef- 
derest emotions possessed me when the 
steamer was opposite Peekskill, ‘for there’ 
I said, ‘was born my oldest and best friend 
Chauncey Depew.’” 

The jobject of this enconium has always 
been obviously but pleasantly cynical con- 
cerning it, though none knows the tricks of 
politician's trade better than he. De 
lightful finesse, necessary to accomplish 
such a turn, helped make the great states- 
man a popular idol. At a large gathering 
in the Acadamy of Music, Philadelphia, dur- 
ing one of his contests for President, at 
least half an hour was consumed with the 
most tremendous and spontaneous bursts of 
applause that old building has ever seen, 
when he appeared on the stage. And well 
worthy of it he seemed; the spare figure 
standing there, white of hair and beard, 
clear-cut, commanding; a gentleman first 
but, withal, distinctly a man of the people. 
Many, now living, can remember how, when 
quiet was restored, his discourse was begun 
with an allusion to the tariff, in the course 
of which, turning toward a proscenium box 
where sat William D. Kelley, Pennsylvania's 
famous protection pioneer in Congress, he 
gracefully pointed to that old Republican 
war horse and hailed him “Nestor of the 
House” amid more wild cheering. Be 

A picturesque figure was that same “Pig 
Iron” Kelly, a sobriquet which the man won 
in recognition of his successful putting 
through of legislation promoting the iron 
and steel industries of the Keystone State. 
In face, he did not look unlike Thomas 
Carlyle, and was every whit as negligent in 
dress as the Sage of Chelsea. Notwith- 
standing, no man could move a crowd more 
effectually. Toward the last he conceived 
an uncontrollable aversion to brass bands, 
being able to scent one squares away while 
speaking. Often in the middle of an address 
his thick eyebrows would descend nearly to 
the tip of his nose in a gigantic scowl, and 
William D. would move away back on the 
platform, staying there until the instrument 
of torture had passed. 

It is not a far call from the eminent but 
chronic Presidential candidate, Blaine. to 
John A. Logan, most romantic among inter- 
esting personalities that filled a _ period 
noted for “Waving the Bloody Shirt” on the 
political stump. Hero of two wars, Mexican 
and Civil, noted lawyer and statesman, he 
served as running mate with B qn the 
Republican ticket of 1884. When death 
claimed him, two years later, he was serv- 
ing his second term as Senator from Illinois. 
Tall and straight, having dark, piercing eyes 
set in a face white as marble, surmounted 
by jet black hair reaching to the shoulders, 
and flowing mustache, there was something 
almost weird in his looks, as he stood in 
the uncertain glare from platform lamps, 
hurling anathema at the Democratic party in 
perfect diction but with a rushing force and 
abiding faith in hig cause, almost fanatical. 

A positive contrast to the general was 
New York’s famous son, David B. Hill, whose 
sign manual, “I am a Democrat,” will long 
endure in memory. “Dave” was cold but 
supremely logical and this with the em- 
phasis of his argument never failed to hold 
his audience in a tight grasp. 

Here, again, one name suggests another, 
for when Gov. Hill was United States Sen- 


ator he had as colleague George G. Vest of 


Missouri. Short, thickset, with imperial and 
mustache, this popular Democratic orator 
was a happy combination of firebrand and 
humorist. The greatest effort Hill ever 
made was a speech in Washington during 
Cleveland’s second administration, where he 
likened an alleged Senatorial intrigue 
against the President to that most cele 
brated of all conspiracies which compassed 
Caesar's downfall. Naming the conspirators, 
one by one, together with their prototypes in 
ancient Rome, the speaker found in Vest a 
resemblance to Casca “who struck the first 
blow.” No one ever took George G. seriously 
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and this comparison sent a titter around thé 
country for many a day. 

The succeeding years brought the Re 
publican party into power again and placed 
that big, jovial, cherub-faced leader, Thomas 
Brackett Reed of Maine, in the speaker’s 
chair. Every one recalls that this son of 
New England, because of his ingenuity in 
devising rules to keep the House Democrats 
in subjection, was dubbed “The Czar.” Czar 
he was, but as charming as able, just the 
same, Reed was an active campaigner, al- 
though always hating the work, and never 
believing in the effectiveness of mass meet- 
ings. Once, when billed to speak in his 
own district, an old Republican admirer and 
constituent prevailed upon a half dozen 
friends of oppcsite faith to attend. They 
were given seats on the platform, and had 
the pleasure of hearing their party flayed by 
the speaker with consummate wit, satire, 
and eloquence. “That Republican” drawled 
“The Czar” in telling this story, “wouldn’t~ 
vote for me for six years after that, and I 
am perfectly. sure that I didn’t make any 
converts among the Democrats.” 

Most of the old time spellbinders are dead, 
but they made history that will live. 


Saved by a Tail. 

On February 24, 1848, when Paris was dis- 
turbed by the revolutionary mobs, a Capt. 
Prebois was seut by the government with 
orders to be delivered to the leaders of the 
troops that were defending the threatened 
points in various parts of the city. It was a 


dangerous undertaking, for the bitterness of 
the people against the government was in- 


Before starting out, Capt. Prebois was 
warned to take the greatest care if he valued 
his life,"but he took the warnings lightly, and 


said: 

“If you fellows knew my black horse as 
well as I know him, you wouldn’t worry 
about me. That horse has carried me 
through thick and thin.” 

And with a farewell wave of his hand, he 


The black horse of which the captain was 
80 proud was indeed a beautiful animal. He 
had a well-shaped, erect head, a deep chest, 
and slender, well-formed legs. But there was 
something very extraordinary about his tail. 
It was long and bushy, but it never moved or 
twitched, except with the movement of the 
animal's body. Close observation showed 
also that it had a slightly reddish™hue, al- .

When Prebois arrived in the disturbed seco 
tion of the city, he fearlessly delivered his 
messages. He met with no resistance from 
the crowds in the streets until he reached 
the Place Vendome. Here a great crowd of 
revolutionists had gathered, and as the of- 
ficer rode through the square, some one 
seized the bridle and cried, in a fierce voice, 
“Hold! What meéSsage are you carrying?” 

The captain refused to answer. “Put @ 
bullet through him and get that message!” 
bawled out the man in a commanding voice. 
He was evidently the leader of the mob. 

At this point the captain decided that

lence at the hands of the crowd. Quick 
as a flash, he wheeled his horse and dashed. 
off. Several bullets flew after him, but they 
went wild—and then suddenly ceased alto 
gether. He looked around, and saw the mob 
crowding round one of their number, who 
held something in his hand. And then his — 
eyes fell on the back of his horse, and his 
heart sank in dismay. 

It seems that, as he whirled his horse 
about, several men seized hold of the animal. 
But the powerful creature threw them all 
except one, a lad of fourteen, who had seized 
the horse's tail. That tail was the object of 


‘interest that had caused the shooting. to 


stop-——for it had come off! There stood the 
boy, in the middle of the road, with his feet 
spread apart and an expression of grim 
determination on his face, as he tightly 
elutched the fleeing creature's tail. The mob 
saw the humor of the situation, and burst 
ftmto a roar of laughter. 

The explanation came out later. It seems 
that Capt. Prebois’s horse, while perfect in 
every other particular, did not have a very 
good tall, and so his master had an artificial 
ene made for him. No doubt that artificial 
tafl, and that alone, saved Capt Prebois’s 
life. 
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Stepping Bieeding With Blood, 


TOPPING a hemorrhage ge by the use of 
blood is suggestive of the Mosaic “eye 
for an eye” idea, except that one is a 


: perfectly scientific surgical procedure while 


the other fg purely a commercial transac- 
tion. Yet this modern distortion of the 


ancient law has recently been used success- 


fully to check hemorrhages which would 
otherwise prove fatal. 

The cases in which this novel use of blood 
is effective are those unfortunate persons 
whose blood is lacking in the peculiar ele 
ment that causes clotting, which is nature's 
method of stopping hemorrhage. These per- 
sons are known as hemophiliacs, or “‘bleed- 
ers.” And sometimes they slowly bleed to 
death as the result of a minor injury, be 
cause, until recently, the surgeon could find 
no way of supplying the blood-clotting ele- 
ment in the victim's blood. 

But the blood has been the object of 
searching investigation of late, and many 
useful facts have been discovered. Among 
other things, it has been determined that 
when the serum of the blood from a normal 
person is injected into the veins of a 
“bleeder,” the recipient’s blood acquires the 
power to clot. 

The practical application of this discovery 
fs one of the new sheet anchors of surgery 
and has been the means of saving a num- 
ber of injured “bleeders.” The method con- 
sists in securing the requisite amount of 


human blood, and allowing this to stand 


until the fluid portion separates ag a clear 
serum from the corpuscles. Small quan- 
tities of this serum are then injected into 
the veins of the “bleeder,” whose blood 
gradually clots at the point of injury, and 
the fatal hemorrhage is checked. 

Curiously enough, the blood of animals 
cannot be used for this purpose, as such 
blood is likely to produce effects quite as 
disastrous as the hemorrhage. 


Throat Strain of Vocal Efforts. 


In view of the active campaign which has 
been started for the improvement of the 
average American's voice and intonation, it 
is interesting to find that vocations which 
require the constant use of the voice do not 
necessarily tend to produce throat troubles. 
Telephone operators, for example, appear to 
be singularly free from this type of ailment; 


‘and this fact seems to confirm the opinion 


of throat specialists that throat troubles are 


‘not“caused by constant use of the vocal ap- 


paratus when used in a proper manner. 
Referring to this, the physician in charge 
of one of the largest telephone exchanges in 
the United States said recently: 
illustrates the efficiency of voice training 
and control more than to step into one of 
our large exchanges, where thousands of 


ealls, both incoming and outgoing, are be- 


ing handled every minute, and listen. You 
hear no loud noise of any kind, and even 
when you stand directly behind an operator,

“In a special study made from three of 


our largest exchanges employing 707 girls, 


only seventy-one were found to be in a 
physical condition which necessitated a 
complete physical examination, and of the 
seventy-one there were only two taken off 
duty as being too ili to work.

Effects of Voice Training, 


The fact that only one case of throat 
trouble was found among 700 girls whose 
vocation requifes constant use of the voice, 
is most significant; for this percentage is 
far below the average in other walks of life. 
It suggests that the teaching of voice culture 
in our schools is an excellent investment, 
the effect of which is by no means confined 
to the pupils, if we may judge by the opinion 
of the telephone physician. “I feel sure,” he 
says, “that the results of the careful voice 
training as it is given to the operator does 
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not stop in the exchange, but by example 
and fmitation extends to the home, and even 
the public is unconsciously affected. 

“In making my calls in the homes of oper- 
ators for investigation, I have never failed 
to observe that the girl who had been 
trained had a better modulated voice, better 
command of the English language than her 
sisters or other members of the family, who 
had been taught in the same public schools, 
but who had missed the specia] training in 
telephone work. 

“If the voice training can attain such ex- 
cellent results in the telephone world, so in- 
timately connected with humanity at large, 
why should not the same training be of ad- 
vantage to all employees of all corporations, 
and to each individual using the voice in 
daily life?” 


Speech Training in Holland. 


In this connection it should be remem- 
bered that voice training involves also the 
training of organs and miuscles in the throat 
and chest, with a consequent improvement 
in general physical condition. Indeed, this 
effect of voice-training is considered of such 
importance in some European countries that 
it is part of the government programme in 
hygiene. Holland has been particularly ac- 
tive in these matters, as a report just pub- 
lished by Prof. Van Baggen of The Hague 
indicates. 

“Particular care is given to the training 
of the voice and the refinement of the 
speech of the teachers,” says Prof. Van Bag- 
gen. “To every Dutch training school for 
teachers is attached nowadays a specialist 
for voice hygienics who is salaried by the 
government or by the municipality to which 
the school belongs. Moreover, in the large 
towns, asin The Hague and Amsterdam, the 
municipality has appointed a specialist for 
voice hygienics, who gives courses free of 
charge to the teachers of the municipal 
schools. Those courses were started to 
combat the throat disease to which the 
teachers, in the exercise of their profession, 
are so frequently subject. 


“It is a matter of course that those 


trained teachers exert a favorable refining 


influence over the speech of thir pupils. But 
besides the care of the voice, and for the re- 
finement of speech in general, the speech de- 
fects are specially attended to. Thus every 
school child in Holland is examined and 
given free treatment by a specialist when 
necessary. Which indicates the value of 
this supervision and hygienic measure, when 
the Hollander’s reputation for thrift and 
business acumen is considered.” 
> 


Centenarians, 


Aécotéing ti to observations made just prior 
to the opening of the present war there is 
either a very great difference in the average 
length of life in the various European coun- 
a. a a great difference in the accuracy 
of. ir statistics. Thus, Serbia was 
especially the country of centenarians, hold- 
ing first place with a total of 575 persons of 
100 or over, or one centenarian in every 
2260 inhabitants. Irgland ranked next, with 
one centenarian in every 8130 of the popula- 
tion, or 578 in all. Out of every 43,000 
Spaniards one is a centenarian. Norway 
numbered twenty-three, or one in about 96,- 


000. England, Scotland and Wales ranked 


next with 182, or one in about 177,000. 
France had 213 centenarians, or done in 180,- 
750. Sweden ranked seventh with twenty 
only, or one in 250,000. Germany had 
seventy-eight, or one in 702,000. Denmark 
claimed only two, or less than one to 
1,000,000 of its population: and Switzerland, 


“with all its reputed healthiness,” seems 


not to possess a single centenarian. 


_ Mental Stress and Longevity. 


It is generally believed that hard work 
and mental strain tend to shorten life; in 
other words, that the penalty of strenuous 
living is a probability of early demise. The 
Lancet offers the ages of the Presidents of 
the United States as evidence against this 
conception. Their ages were as follows: 
90, 83, 85, 73, 80, 78, 79, 68, 71, 53, 65, 74, 64, 
77, 56, 66, 63, 70, 49, 56, 71, 67, 58 years.

cauliniine of Shortness of Breath. 


Everybody knows that shortness of breath 
is one of the symptoms of heart disease. It 
may also indicate any one of half a dozen 
other less serious conditions, however, such 
as indigestion or nervous fatigue. But it 
may be the result ofja peculiar condition in 
which the heart is perfectly normal in every 
way except that it is too small—too small & 
motor to run the body machinery except at 
reduced speed. 

In referring to this condition, Dr. J. 8. 
Langford said recently: “We occasionally 
find a man normal in all respects except 
that the heart is too small. If a man is per 
fectly free from all indication of disease, but 
is inclined to shortness of breath on exer- 
tion, his heart is probably too small for his 
body. This condition is especially likely to 
result from that form of infection in chil- 
dren which is generally characterized; 
‘growing pains.’ It occurs also, in repeated 
infections of other kinds, especially in the 
throat. The heart may not have been in- 
flamed, but has been sufficiently embarrassed 
in nourishing itself to prevent the proper 
growth. 

“A like limitation of growth occurs in the 
young inveterate. cigarette smoker. A 
simflar condition exists where a man weighs 
130 pounds at 25 years of age and 230 at the 
age of 40. His heart hasattained the 
growth necessary for a small body and is 
always tired from carrying such a heavy 
burden,“and yet it may be a sound heart. 
There is grave danger of high blood pressure 
and a

“These patients should be cautioned to 
live rigidly within the reserve power of the 
heart, to avoid stimulants, to drink water 
sparingly; and especially should they be dl- 
rected to steer clear of excess in starches 
and sugars, the fat producers.

Books, Book-braces and Tape.

CLEANSING PROBLEMS. 
Removing Machine Grease. 


[Baltimore American:] Machine grease 
is readily rerroved by rubbing a little lard 
into the stain, being sure to have a pad un- 
derneath to absorb the carbon which is al- 
most instantly set free by the clean fat. Use 
a white unsalted fat in preference to butter 
or olive-oill After the machine grease has 
been well saturated with the clean fat, one 
may wash the spot with a soft brush dipped 
in soap and water, or one of the hottled 
soapy cleaning mixtures known as deter- 
gents may be used. Change the cloth un- 
derneath many times, for it soon loses its 
power to absorb the grease. 


iron Rust Requires Chemicals. 


Iron-rust is a so-called chemical] stain, and 
requires chemicals to remove it. It is ont 
soluble in water, can not be absorbed by 
any of the powdered dry cleaners, and is not 
soluble in any of the liquid “dry cleaners.” 
It can be removed by oxalic acid or hydro- 
chioric acid in half-strength solution, but 
again these agents are liable to affect the 
dye harmfully. The acid, however, can be 
used with safety on white wools and silks 
if diluted to half strength. It may also be 
used on white stripes of striped silk or 
woolen materials if the colored stripe is 
protected by streaking with a cake of soap 
This soap prevents the acid attacking tbe 
color. In the same way a ring of soap 
around any ink-spot prevents the reagent 
attacking the rest of the fabric. 


KINKS IN THE KITCHEN. 
Utensils for Fireless Cookers. 


{Christian Science Monitor:] Various 
utensils are advocated for fireless cooking. 
Earthenware and a reliable grade of agate 
give good service. Aluminum is ideal and 
pays well in the end. 

There is no unpleasant smell from the 
cooking, and quite cheap cuts of meat can 
be used because the long, slow cooking 
softens tough fibres.

PRESERVING HELPS. 
Failure to Jell. 


{Woman's Home Companion:] Failure to 


“jell” is due principally to the fact that the 
fruits are overripe and do not contain the 
amounts of pectin and acids necessary to 
induce jellying. If this is the case, recook- 
ing alone will do no good. The way to 
remedy the matter is to add the juice of 
green apples or crab apples to the product, 
thus supplying the lack of pectin and acid; 
after this the mixture can be recooked with 
comparative certainty that it will stiffen 
The different reports merely indicate that 
the conditions were different—in one in- 
stance the product was undercooked, and in 
the other toe fruits were probably too ripe. 
The use of injurious acids, such as free 
phosphoric acid, to make a poor mixture 
“jell” is dangerous and unwise. : 


Te Weigh Spices.

ABOUT EGGS. 
A Perfect Shel! Essential. . 


{Philadelphia Press:] A perfect shel] is 
one of the essentials of a good egg, because 


any crack or break in it will tend to let in . 


all kinds of bacteria to hasten Its putrefac- 
tion. The egg, therefore, must be graded, 
not only by the condition of its contents, 
but by cleanliness and soundness of shell as 
well. 

An egg that is so badly cracked that its 
contents escape is termed a “leaker.” A 
“leaker” not only will not keep itself, but it 
may soil and injure a large number of eggs, 
kept in the same receptacle with it 

““Checks” are eggs the shells of which are 
cracked, but the membranes stil] intact. 
These, too, are sure to rot quickly. Even if 
their contents are perfectly fresh, they can 
not be kept for any longer period. * 
Washing Injurious. 


The egg with a dirty shell, no matter on 
good its contents may be, Is unpleasant for 
the housewife to handle and cannot be 
served in the shell. Washing dirty eggs, 
however, hurts rather than helps them, for 
the reason that any water put on an egE 
washes off some of the protective covering 
which the hen puts on the shel] to make it 
more resistant to the entry. of germs. A 
washed egg is shiny and smooth, and lacks 
the powdery bloom of a clean fresh egg that 
has not been washed. 

‘One of the points in egg testing, therefore, 
is to detect the egg which has been washed 
to escape the lower commercial grade as- 
signed to those with soiled shells, so that it 
may soon be used in cooking. Only the 
perfect, treck egg should be served at the 
table. 


. HOUSEHOLD HINTS. 


[New York Evening Telegram:} Hard 
boiled eggg chopped fine and mixed with 
mustard, a little cream and seasoning will 
make a delicious sandwich. 

It is a good idea to save, if possible, a 
definite sum for furniture replacements. 
This applies especially to the keeper of a 
new house. 

New blankets should be shaken and 
soaked in cold water overnight to take out 
the sulphur dressing and make them more 
easily washed. 

Whenever possible save the green leaves 
of a head of lettuce for egg salad, while the 
hearts are kept for the tomato, fruit and 
other salads. 

Salt should never remain in anything 
rubber—for instance, hot water bottles or 
syringes. Rinse them out thoroughly or 
the rubber will soon rot. 

Make a tin sheet to fit the oven, on 
which to roll, cut and bake cookies with- 
out handling. They keep their shape bet- 
ter and it is much less labor.

There are yet some virgin spaces in the 
world; for example, Stewart Island, in the 
South Pacific, south of New Zealand. Al 
though only fifteen miles from the mainland, 
its rocky promontories and stupendous head- 
lands are still the haunt of primeval nature. 
Only the boom of the southern surf and the 
cry of the wheeling sea-birds is heard for 
eleven months of the year. During the 
twelfth month a portion of that virgin soli- 
tude is ruthlessly disturbed. The quiet coves 
and shelly beaches of the island become a 
shambles running with the blood of birds. 
Man conducts an orgy of slaughter. 

Stewart Island and the group of rocky 
land specks that surround it are the home 
the sooty or 


black bird 
pigeon, scientifically 
classed as Puffinus brevicaudus, but popw 
larly known throughout Australasia as the 
mutton bird, because of a faint resemblance 
between its cooked flesh and mutton. 

At certain times of the year young mutton 
birds are sold in large quantities throughout 
Australia and New Zealand, for they are 
esteemed a delicacy by many people, which 
accounts for the annual slaughter. The cap- 
ture and preparation of the young birds for 
market form the staple industry of the 
Southern Maoris in the season. 

The mutton bird is a migrant, but the 
Stewart Island group is its breeding home, 
and thither it comes every season to lay its 
eggs, hatch its young and remain till the 
young birds are able to fly away to the north 
with the parent birds, those which do not 
fall victims to the organized savagery of the 
brown barbarians. It is a wonderful sight to 
behold the cloud of birds making for Stewart 
Island for the nesting season.
